CARE TAKEN TO PREVENT SUICIDE. 


Apprehensions Lest the Prisoner 
Break Down—His Parents at a 
Loss What to Do With the Body. 
He Says He is Prepared. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN QUENTIN PRISON, Jan. 6.— 
[Exclusive Dispatch.] Never in the his- 
tory of California was there such a 
scene as that in front of San Quentin 
Prison Wwas°a man 
counting off the minutes of his life, 
as churchmen tell their beads. Outside 
was a mob of newspaper men, women, 
guards. and hangers-on. These people 
were stamping up and down the pave- 
ment as eager as hawks. There were 
perhaps fifty of them. A striking figure 
of this mixed crowd was Charles Ro- 
chette, a well-known prizefighter, who 
was in the employ of a morning news- 
paper, especially engaged to ‘“pro- 
tect” the parents of the criminal, and 
a clerical person who posed as his 
adviser, from the attacks of the other 
news-gatherers. Rev. Edward Davis 
had been smuggled into the prison by 
the Durrants ig the guise of a clergy- 
man. When he came out he was vig- 
orously guarded by Rochette and sev- 
eral other sluggers. 

Inside “the prison the solemnity of 
the place in the moonlight could not be 
disturbed, even by the excitement. The 
only persons who did not seem to feel 
this solemnity were those who would 
have been expected to feel it most— 
the father and mother of the man about 
to die. 

Warden Hale, walkifg about nis 
room, was in a frenzy about these peo- 
ple and their conduct. “Don’t talk to 
me of sympathy for these people,” 
stormed the werden. “Mr. Durrant says 
now that he will break any camera 
in the execution room and pummel 
every artist. How absurd. Why, that 
man has been to me with his kineto- 
scope man and gone down on his knees 
to me to allow Theodore to go out of 
his cell to pick a few flowers. scatter 
them on the walk and go back to his 
il, while the kinetoscope man _ took 
snapshots from the wall.-Why, he has 
actually begged me, not only on his 
knees, but with tears in his eyes, to 
do this thirg They have been trying 
te run the ex>cution, and act to me 
as if they were proud of it.” 

Meanwhile the parents of Durrant 
were busy coining into dollars the 
last hours of their condemned son. 
Mrs. Durrant interrupted the Asso- 
ciated Press man in the middle of a 
sentence to say that a monetary con- 
sideration. was expected. “Everything 
that Theo says now is worth a great 
deal,” said the mother. ’*‘We have re- 
ceived good offers from all of the 
eastern papers.” | 

Warden Hale tried to keep the last 
hours of the condemned man free from 
the interruption of newsgatherers, but 
in this he was thwarted by the 
parents, who seemed keen to sell the 
opportunity for talks with the cori- 
demned youth. They tried to secure 
an exclusive interview for Edward 
Davis, the clerical mountebanx of 
Oakland, but the fair-minded warden 
blocked this by insisting that Davis 
was acting as @ reporter, and if he 
talked with Durrant all of the reporters 
should have a show. a 

So the night wore away, with’ the 
reporters interviewing Durrant, who 
talked, a mixture of cant about his 
faith in God and brag about dying 
like a Dutrant. 


MAY TURN CATHOLIC, 


Has Had a Quarrel With His Spirit. 
ual Advisor. 
[RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 


SAN QUENTIN, Jan. 6.—[{Exclugive 


Dispatch.) Theodore Durrant may die 


a Roman Catholic, It is a probability 
that amounts almost to a certainty that 
when he shall go upon the scaffold 


the water of baptism and oil of ex- 
treme unction will not be dry on his 
brow. For many months past there 
have been kind words for the sympa- 
thetic ministrations of the priests and 
sisters who have spoken with him, and 
more than once both the mother and 
son have said that it would not he 
hard to be one of them. This radicai 
change at almost the last moment has 
been the result of a misunderstanding 
between Durrant and Rev. Mr. Rader. 

Tonight Mrs. Durrant said she 
could send over to San Rafael ‘n the 
morning for Father Lagan. 

“Yes, do replied Durrant. 

“But that cannot be unless you’re 
anointed.” 

“Well, I would not object. I have 
found Catholics true and kind, and 
what is the differnce, anyway, except 
in ceremonial? I recognize Christianity 
in all of their teachings, and that is 
all I want.’’ 

“Well, my poor, tired boy, wait until 
morning, and we will think it over and 
act then.”’ 

ONLESS SOMETHING HAPPENS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 6.—Unless 
something unforeseen intervenes. to 
prevent it, William Henry Theodore 
Durrant, the condemned murderer of 
Blanche Lamont, will expiate his crime 
upon the gallows at San Quentin 
Prison tomorrow morning. This morn- 
ing his attorneys were still confident 
that they could save him from the 
hangman's noose, but after Gov. Budd 
had announced his refusal to interfere 
with the execution, and the news 
flashed over the wires from Washing- 
ton that Attorney Boardman had failed 
in his mission to the Supreme Court 
of the United States they were com- 
pelled to acknowledge themselves non- 
plussed. 

Attorney Deuprey, as a forlorn hope, 
resorted to the expedient of applying 
to the judges of the Federal courts for 
a bill of exceptions to their ruling de- 
nying his petition for a writ of habeas 
corpus yesterday. After a consulta- 
tion, Judges de Haven and Morrow de- 
cided that the allowance of the bill of 
exceptions would not act in the nature 
of permission ‘to appeal to the Supreme 
Court, and after examining the docu- 
ments, affixed their signatures to the 
bill of exceptions as requested. 

Immediately after, Attorney Deuprey 
secured from the clerk of the Circuit 
Court a certified copy of said bill of 
exceptions, and called mpon United 


States Marshal Baidwin t serve it 


a notice of appeal upon Warden Hale 
at San Quentin. It was claimed by At- 
torney Deuprey that this notice acted 
as a stay of proceedings, and that the 
Federal judges having signed his bill 
of exceptions, nothing could prevent 
him from perfecting his appeal thereon. 

Marshal Baldwin at first demurred 
to being pressed into service, but act- 
ing upon the advice of the United 
States Attorney, he accompanied At- 
torney Deuprey to San Quentin and 
served the documents upon Warden 
Hale. That official at oncefreferred the 
matter to .the State Attorney-General, 
who advised him that the accéptance 
of service of such documents as had 
been submitted to him did not act as 
a stay of execution, and there was no 
legal reason why he should not _ pro- 
ceed with the execution. 

Returning to this city, Attorney 
Deuprey at once repaired to the United 
States Circuit Court in order, if pos- 
sible, to perfect his appeal, but, acting 
under instructions issued by both Fed- 
eral judges yesterday in passing upon 
the question of Durrant’s alleged right 
to appeal, the clerk refused to accept 
the necessary notice of appeal, and the 
attorney was compelled to retire with- 
out having gained the point for which 
he had been striving all day. © 

Gov. Budd deferred his decision upon 
the appeal for executive clemency, 
which had been submitted to him yes- 
terday, until a late hour this afternoon, 
in the belief that Durrant’s attorneys 
would call upon him, but either they 
were too busy to do so, or considered 
it a waste of time, for they failed to 
appear. Meantime Durrant’s parents 
announced their determination to call 
upon the Governor for the purpose of 
making a final appeal for their son's 
life, but the Governor absolutely §re- 
fused to see them, and they then left 
the city for San Quentin, so that they 
might spend the night with their sor 
and bid him farewell. 

Amos Lunt, the hangman, visited 
Durrant’s cell this afternoon for the 
purpose of taking his measure and de- 
termining upon the length of ‘the drop. 
The machinery of the gallows was 
tested, and everything found to work 
smoothly today. About 150 invitations 
have been issued by Warden Hale. 


THE MURDERER TALKS, 


Says He Will Loudly and Stren. 
uously Prociaim His Innocence,

SAN QUENTIN PRISON, Jan. 6.—| 


At the request of Theodore Durrant,

Civil Service Raked Fore 
and At.

A Spirited Action in the Halls 
of Congress, 


Grosvenor Leads the Attack on 
the Law. 


Johnson of Indiana Opposes Him, 
Deploring the Mad Scramble for 
Spoils—Warning That the Pres- 
ent Agitation May Elect Bryan. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—While the 
Senate was in session two hours today, 
practically no business was transacted 
beyond the passage of a few bills. 
Among the measures that received fa- 
vorable consideration were the bills 
providing for a congress of the repre- 
sentatives of the Indian tribes of the 
United States, to be held at Omaha 
during the progress of the International 
Exposition this year; bills providing 
for the erection of public buildings at 
Fergus Falls, Minn., and Newport 
News, Va., and a measure to protect 
the name and insignia of the Red 
Cross Society. 

The friends and enemies of the civil- 
service law exchanged broadsides in 
the House today. The heaviest guns 
on each side were brought into action. 
Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio and Mr. John- 
son of Indiana each made exhaustive 
speeches, and kept their respective 
sides in a constant furore. The interest 
in the debate was much more lively 
than yesterday. The crowded galleries, 
which were plainly in sympathy with 
the opposition to the new law, became 
so very noisy in their demonstrations 


of approval at one juncture that the 
chair was compelled to call them to 
order. Mr. Johnson was warmly  sus- 


tained by the friends of the law on the 
floor, but he got very little applause 
from the galleries. Mr. Lloyd of Mis- 
souri was the only other speaker. He 
favored the repeal of the law. 


FIETY-FISTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—SENATE.— 
In the Senate today, Mr. Allen of Ne- 
braska called up and the Senate passed 
the bill providing for the holding of a 
congress of the representatives of dif- 
ferent Indian tribes of the United 
States at Omaha, in 1898, and appro- 
priating $45,000 therefor. Some minor 
amendments to the bill were adopted. 

A bill appropriating $175,000 for a 
public building at Fergus Falls, Minn., 
was passed. 

The bill to protect the name and in- 
signia of the Red Cross Society was 
passed, Mr. Gray of Delaware explain- 
ing that Miss Clara Barton several 
years ago asked that the insignia of 
the Red Cross Society be protected 
from those who would use it for com- 
mercial or perhaps fraudulent  pur- 
poses. Under treaty entered into by a 
majority of the civilized nations of the 
world,» the sign of the Red Cross is 
known as an insignia of hospital corps 
or charitable organizations. Other 
nations had protected the insignia of 


the 


Society, and the United States 
ought also to protect it. 

After some routine business the Sen- 
ate, on motion of Mr. Quay, went into 
executive session. After a brief ses- 
sion, during which some consuls were 
confirmed, the Senate, at 2 o’clock, ad- 
journed. 

HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

HOUSE.—The House today promptly 
resumed the debate on the civil-service 
question, and Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio 


—- 


took the floor with an_ elaborate 
speech in opposition to the law. Mr. 
Grosvenor disclaimed any leadership 
of the anti-civil-service reform forces 
and any purpose to speak for any offi- 
cer of the government, executive, legis- 
lative or judicial. 

“All efforts to entangle me in a col- 
lision with the President,” said he, 
“was as so much powder. If I believed 
that my relations to the Executive 
would be changed or modied because I 
differ with him in any reparative ca- 
pacity, I would despise him as he would 
despise me, if I faltered in my convic- 
tions.”’ 

Mr. Grosvenor said he had watched 
with admiration the President’s public 
career, and one of his most prominent 
characteristics had always been that 
he not only did not demand subservi- 
ence, but despised a man who sought 
favors by sycophancy. 

Mr. Grosvenor proceeded to pay his 
respects to the National Civil Service 
Reform League and to Carl Schurz, its 
president. His excoriation of the lat- 
ter was the most scathing that has 
been heard on the floor of the House 
in months. He denounced unsparingly 
those who sought to read out of the 
Republican party those who believed in 
the civil-service law. With riotous 
language he sketched the political ,ca- 
reer of Mr. Schurz, which he character- 
ized as checkered, spotted, leprous 
career of one Who betrayed every party 
and every duty to which he was bound, 
and whose betrayal should be his only 
stock in trade in the arena of poli* 
tics.’ 

He traced Mr. Schurz’s political his- 
tory and defied any one to point out a 
spot in the trail traced that was not 
tainted with political corruption. Yet, 
he said, this was the man who, with 
other “political demagogues,” at Cin- 
cinnati, under the name of the National 
Civil-Service League,had denounced him 
and those who thought with him in 
the question. He read the resolutions 
adopted et the Cincinnati meeting, 
branding them as infamous beyond de- 
scription. 

LIST OF TRAITORS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

Mr. Grosvenor’s description of the 
habits of the “Cuckoo,” teeméd with 
wit and kept the House in a rear. Mr. 
Grosvenor, in replying to the chargs 
made against himself and his col- 
leagues that they were betraying the 
Republican party, adverted to what he 
called the list of traitors among the 
high priests of civil-service reform, at 
the head of which he placed George 
“William Curtis, who abandoned the Re- 
publican party in 1884. He reviewed 
the platform declarations of the Re- 
publican party to show that the pres- 
ent position occupied by the majority 
of the House was not inconsistent with 
these declarations. 

“For I give the members of the 
Civil-service Committee notice,” said 
he, “that we have a majority on this 
floor, and you cannot stranglsc a ma- 
jority in the American Congress.” [Ap- 
plause.|] 

He argued that when the St. Louis 
platform was adopted, the extensions 
contained in the Cleveland order of 
May, 1886, had not been understood. It 
was not until November, 1896, that the 
enormous scope of that order, covering 
46,000 officials, was publicly declared. 
The Republicans, coming into power on 
a platform adopted by these vast ex- 
tensions, were not in honor hound to 
agree to them, and it was proper that 
the President should announce in his 
message to Congress that there were 
portions of ‘these orders that should 
never have heen made. 

Mr. Grosvenor discussed the practi- 
eal effect of the law and the examina- 
tions of the committee, giving many

COLUMBUS (0.,) Jan. 6.—Conserve- 
tive estimates tonight place the legis- 
lative vote at 75 to 70 against Hanna. 
The workers of the Senator claim 71 
votes, with assurances of the necessary 
two additional votes, and possibly four. 

The opposition insists that Hanna 
will never have 70 votes on joint bal- 
lot, and that they have gained two 
votes since the Legislature adjourned 
over till Monday. Before the chairmane- 
ships and preferred places and other 
patronage shall be disposed of, the op- 
position say that Hanna’s vote will be 
reduced considerably below 70, which 
is now at least three short of enough 
to lect. The opposition consists of the 
sixty-five Democratic members and ten 
Republican members. 

Included in the list of those support- 
ing Hanna are Representatives Drost 
and Lane (Silver Republican Fusion- 
ists from Cincinniat,) who are counted 
on for Gerrard. The developments to- 
day indicated that Gerrard would not 
only be voted for on the ballots for Sen- 
ator, but that he might lead on the 
first ballot, if the present efforts should 
be successful to make him the free- 
silver Republican candidate. Gerrard 
is one of the most wealthy men in Cin- 
cinnati, and he has always been @ radi- 
free-silver man. 

Representative James Joyce of 
Guernsey, who is included in the sev- 
enty votes claimed for Hanna, is con- 
sidered as doubtful. The Hanna men 
claim that Jones of Stark, Redky of 
Highland, Utan of Carroll, and Harrie 
son and Manuel of Montgomery, who 
ere on the list of the opposition, ere 
doubtful. 

combine’ workers were aggres- 
sive until the past day or two, when 
they not only had enough votes to de- 
feat Hanna, but had also reached all of 
the doubtful members. The opposition 
is now on the defensive in keeping its 
majority in line. The contest has set- 
tled down to a siege, in which the op- 
position holds the fore and the Hanna 
men are charging on the breastworks. 
With the organization of the Legisla- 
ture, the administration and other un- 
covered ramparts, the opposition feels 
well fortified. It is conceded that the 
opposition is well organized and drilled 
end also desperate in this fight.

There 
is no lack of confidence at the anti- 
Hanna headquarters, although the de- 
mands being made upon the bolting 
Republicans are increasing every hour. 
The Democrats are now demanding, it 
is said, a Congressional gerymander. 

At present but five of the twenty-one 
Congress districts in the State are 
counted as Democratic. It is said 
that Senator Fink of Perry county, 
whom Congressman Grosvenor dé@feated 
one year ago, is engaged in preparing 
the redistricting measure. He seeks to 
put himself and Gen. Grosvenor in a 
strong Democratic district, so that the 
old battle can be fought over.

BERLIN, Jan. 6.—The German press 
is indulging in a tone of. extravagant 
self-satisfaction over the success of 
German diplomacy in China. The fact 
that Emperor William could personally 
confer the order of the Red Eagle on 
Baron von Buelow, the German Foreign 
Minister, for his share in the affair, 
indicates that the Emperor is delighted 
with the outcome of his policy. 
The newspapers, with the exception 
of the Vossische Zeitung, are full of 
sneering remarks at England’s expense. 


The Vossische Zeitung, however, points 
out that there is plenty of room for 


everybody, and even suggests that the 
time has arrived for a “better under- 
standing between England and Ger- 
many.” 
The rather apologetic tone of the 
North German Gazette in its semi-offi- 
cial article yesterday seems to bear re- 
flection of the feeling in some quarters 
that the acquisition of a coaling station 
is hardly the realization of the great 
colonial enterprise which the blaze of 
Prince Henry’s departure foreshadowed, 
and the suggestion of the possiblity 
that Kiaochau might prove unsuitable 
leads many to ask whether Germany, 
after all, has taken a leap in the dark. 
It is now discovered that if Germany 
moves north she is bound to clash with 
Russian interests; if further south, 
then with English interests. Already it 
is proposed to establish a branch of the 
German-Asiatic Bank at Kiaochau, and 
postal regulations will be issued. The 
government is ordering the prepara- 
tion of maps and charts of the district 
and proposes to begin the exploration 
of the coal beds of Shan-Tung Penin- 
sula. immediately. 
Various rumors are current as to the 
conferences of the powers to settle the 
Chinese question, but none can be re- 
lied upon. Herr Richter in the Freis- 
sinnige thinks an unnecessary noise has 
been raised for what he calls an ome- 
lette, and he says he cannot perceive 
any commercial advantage in the acqul- 
sition of Kiaochau. 
NINETY AND NINE. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
LONDON, Jan. 7.—The Times says 
this morning that it understands the 
terms of German~’s lease of Kiaochau 
to be ninety-nine instead of fifty years.

‘FRISCO THEATER BURNED. 


The Colambia Destroyed Just Before 
a Performance, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 6.—The 
Columbia Theater, on Powell street, 
near Market, the smallest but most 
popular of the three playhouses con- 
trolled in this city by Friedlander, 
Gottlob & Co., was gutted by fire this 
evening. The flames caused about $25,- 
000 damages to the interior walls, 
ceilings and the furniture, but’ the 
damage from water, before the fire 
was extinguished, considerably in- 
creased this sum. The insurance was 
$2000. 

It was fortunate that the fire, which, 
it is supposed, started from a defective 
flue’ in the attic, broke out no later 
than 7:45 o’clock this evening, when 
there were only about seven hundred 
persons in the theater. At the first 
sound of the alarm all of these people 
were quickly and safely escorted to 
the box office, where their money was 
returned. Meanwhile, Matthews & 
Bulger, who have been playing “In 
Gay Coney Island,” superintended the 
removal of all of the scenery to the 
fireproof vault. While engaged in this 
work Matthews and Bulger inhaled 
smoke and were partially. suffocated. 


They were subsequently revived, how- 


ever, and this was the nearest ap- 
proach to.a casualty. 

The fire spread rapidly throughout 
the theater, the flames feeding read- 
ily on the inflammable theatrical fur- 
nishings.. Flames shot out’ through 
the roof to a height of twenty feet 
in a few minutes after the fire was 
discovered. Two general alarms were 
turned in. The water tower quickly 
reduced the blaze, and the theater was 
filled with water and the fire ex- 
tinguished before the building was 
totally destroyed.

CASHED HIS CHECKS. 


NOTORIOUS CHICAGO GAMBLER 
KILLED IN A SALOON, 


Had Wounded a Constable Against 
Whom He Had a Grudge and 
also Shot a Peacemaker-—Both 
of the Wounded May Die. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
CHICAGO, Jan. 6.—‘‘Kid” Murphy, a 
noted Chicago gambler of the ‘“shell- 
worker” variety, was shot dead, and 
Frank, alias‘‘Dickey” Dean and Martin 
Donahue were shot, probably fatally, 
during a quarrel. Jast night in a saloon 
at No. 117 North Clark street. The 
affair is said to have been the result 
of a feud of a month’s standing. Dean 
and Donahue are at the Alexian Broth- 
ers’ Hospital. Neither is expected to 
live twenty-four hours. Donahue was 
shot in the breast, just over the heart, 
while Dean has a bullet in his head. 

According to one of the men arrested 
in the saloon at the time of the shoot- 
ing, Donahue killed Murphy in self- 
defense, and Dean was shot while act- 
ing as a peacemaker. The police in- 
formation is that Murphy entered the 
saloon, evidently in search of trouble, 
and immediately — seeing Donahue 
opened fire upon him. Dean stepped 
between the men and received the sec- 
ond shot that Murphy fired, the first 
going wide. 

At the saloon the police found two 
revolvers under ‘the cigar case, wrapped 
in the bartender’s apron. Oné was of 
small caliber, and its chambers were 
all full, This was identified as Dean’s 
weapon, making it almost certain that 
he had not fired a short. The other 
was of large caliber, and its handle 
was covered with blood, It is the 
weapon with which Donahue killed 
Murphy. Donahue and Murphy fired 
three shots each. 

A revolver found close to Dean’s side, 
and which was at first thought to have 
belonged to him, has not been identi- 
fied.

The executive, in its capacity as a 
co-legislative power, shall present and 
support before the chambers the elec- 
toral reform, the sanction of which has 
been pledged before the country by 
the majority. of the legislators in the 
manifesto of August 8, it being under- 
stood ‘that there shall be incorporated 
in the reigning legislation the modifi- 
cations already approved by the Sen- 
ate and the bills presented to the rep- 
resentatives for the representation of 
minorities. This clause, on account of 
the institutional guarantee that it im- 
plies for the country, is the fundamen- 
tal and essential hase of this negotia- 
tion, and the executive pledges itself to 
include this reform in the presént ex- 
traordinary sitting, and to support its 
approval. 

The report concludes as follows: 
“The election of a President to succeed 
Sefior Cuestas in March, which rests 
on the present Chambers, is causing 
much bitterness and apprehension.

A sudden thought seemed to strike 
Durrant, for he added in a voice dif- 
ferent from the earnest religious ac- 
cents of hie previous rem+ ks: “I have 
had offers of.remunération for a talk 
with me from the East. I have had 
three or four telegrams.” 

“All of his words are of great value,” 
interrupted his mother. 

No offer of compensation being made, 
Durrant was promptly cautioned to 
talk no more. He, was willing to com- 
ply, but his mother being called away 
for a moment, he resumed in his for- 
mer strain. 

“IT will make no reference to the past. 
All will be made clear, if not in this 
world, then in: the next. I feel that I 
am perfect in Christ.” 

“What will you say at the last?” It 
was. a rather difficult question to ask, 
but the answer was quick and in a 
firmer voice than he had been using: 

“T shall only proclaim my innocence— 
loudly, strenuously,’’ answered Durrant. 
‘Make this as strong aes you please. I 
will not falter at the end. I will die 
bravely, knowing I am going to a bet- 
ter world. I thank God my hands are 
clean, not stained with blood, but the 
fair name of California will stand 
stained with @ crime that can never 
be wiped out—the blood of an innocent 
mam—say boy.” 

At this point Mrs. Durrant returned 
to the side of her son and said rather 
sharply: “There, you have seid enough, 
Theodore; too much already, I em 
afraid.” 

“That's all, mother,’ submissively re- 
plied the condemned murderer, as he 
said good-bye and turned his head 
away. 

BOARDMAN’S EFFORTS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—This even- 
ing Mr. Bowrdman had a conference 
with Justice Harlan, and in the 
morning will see such other members 
of the Supreme Court as he can be- 
fore the noon session. Owing to the 
urgency of the case, he will be given 
instant hearing when the court con- 
venes at 12 o'clock. Allowing for the 
difference in time, this will give him 
an hour and a half for telegraphing 
the stay of proceedings in case of fa 
vorable action. 
Boardman will apply either for a 
writ of prohibition on the ground that 
the jurisdiction of the United States 
Supreme Court has been usurped by 
the lower court, or else for an original 
writ of habeas -. corpus. The first 
method would necessitate a motion of 
his admission to practice before the 
Supreme Court, and arrangements will 
be made to have this done in the short- 
est possible time, if it is needed at all. 
But thé, appeal_for a writ of Wabeas 
corpus would not necessitate the ad- 
mission of formalities, so that it is 
the form in which the action will be 

taken. 

In case Boardman can secure the 
_ signature of a single Justice out of the 

eight to his petition, this will act as 
a summary stay of proceedings, and 
the case will then come up for argu- 
ment on its merits. Owing to the 
very scant time at the attorney’s dis- 
posal, arrangements have been made 
with the Postal Telegraph Company to 
have a through wire to San Francisco 
ready at noon, so that no time will 
be lost in forwarding the message. 

As to the legality of a telegraphic 
stay of execution, one of the Justices 
of the Supreme Court said tonight: 
“It is a matter that, so far as I know, 
has never been legally tested, but in 
case, of a telegraphic stay being sent. 
properly attested by the clerk of the 
court, I should think it would be most 
unlikely that the warden in charge of 
the execution would disregard it. In 
case of such disregard, the court 
might very properly ‘take cognizance 
of the matter afterward, but in this 
case it would be too late to benefit 
the prisoner. Owing to the peculiar 
urgency of the case, I should say that 
every facility will be given the attor- 
ney for the condemned for a speedy 
hearing, whatever the action of the 
court may- be.”’ 

BUSY¥Y° WITH HIS BIBLE. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN QUENTIN PRISON, Jan. 6.—On 
the eve of the execution of Theodore 
Durrant the only indications of the 
nearness of the final scene in his life’s 
tragedy are the presence of the grim 
gallows near the condemned cell and of 
the unusual number of civilians who 
are to witness the hanging tomorrow. 

Durrant passed the day, as he has 

spent most of his days lately, reading 
his Bible, praying and pacing to and 
fro across the condemned cell. Chap- 
lain Drahms administered spiritual con. 
solation this morning, the prisoner join- 
ing him in prayer. 
‘ This afternoon Attorney Deuprey of 
counsel for Durrant, accompanied by 
United States Marshal Barry Baldwin, 
came over from San Francisco and 
served on Warden Hale, a certified 
copy of the bill of exceptions taken to- 
day in the United States Circuit Court, 
together with a notice of appeal from 
the order denying the application for a 
writ.of error. The Warden was asked 
to defer the exeeution on the ground 
that the appeal acted as a stay. The 
warden took the 3:10 boat for San 
Franciseo to consult Atty.-Gen. Fitz- 
gerald, who advised him to _ proceed 
with the execution, disregarding the 
service, as the questions raised had 
already been settled, and the new ap- 
plication was frivolous. This left Dur- 
rant only one hope, the Governor hav- 
ing declined to interfere. 

This was the possibility that Attor- 
new. Boardman’s mission in Washing- 
ton might be succésful, and that he 
might secure a stay from the United 
States Supreme Court. Late this after- 
noon, however, word was received that 
Justice Brewer had denied the appli- 
cation, and that there was at last ab- 
solutely no legal obstacle between the 
condemned murderer and the gallows. 

The prison officials, on the receipt of 
the news, were greatly relieved, and 
everything is now in readiness for the 
carrying out of the sentence, four times 
pronounced, on the . murderer of 
Blanche Lamont. 

_ NO CHANCE FOR-SUICIDE.—— 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SAN QUENTIN PRISON, Dec. 6.— 
Shortly before midnight Durrant pre-. 
pared to retire, telling Capt. Edgar 
that he wanted to get some sleep before 
morning. He showed no signs of 
weakening, and all who have. seen him 

tonight agree that he will die game. 
Capt. Edgar atill considers him a re- 


markable criminal, and is firmly of 
the opinion that he will go to the gal- 
lows bravely. His mother remained 
with him until 11:30, and will see him 
in the morning.-No one will be ad- 
mitted to the prison after midnight 
until the gates shall be opened at 7 
o’clock in the morning. The officials 
are confident that Durrant will not at- 
tempt suicide, even if he should have 
the onportunity, which he will not 
have. Nothing more is likely to be 
heard from the condemned man’s 
quarters until after 7 o'clock. 

Mr. and Mrs. Durrant have gone to 
San Rafael for the night, accompanied 
by Rev. Edward W. Davis. It is not 
known positively whether Mr. Davis 
will appear on the scaffold with Dur- 
rant, or whether Rev. Mr. Rader will 
carry out his original intention of act- 
ing as spiritual adviser. 

.That Durrant will not commit sui- 
cide those responsible for his custody 
are certain, whether he ever contem- 
plated such a thing or not. To estab- 
lish #0 a certainty whether such a 
thought was ever in his mind, an in- 
spection was made today of the per- 
sonal effects taken from him when he 
was first sent to the condemned cell, 
to determine if there is concealed in 
them any subtle poison by which his 
taking off would have been made easy. 

It is a matter of criminal history in 
this State, that a condemned murderer 
awaiting execution once defeated jus- 
tice by absorbing poison from the 
leaves of a book previously saturated 
with it, and presented to him by 
friends. Capt. Edgar, while expressing 
his belief that Durrant has not. at 
any time contemplated suicide nor 
given a thought to the taking of his 
own life, omitted no precaution to pre- 
vent a recurrence of the incident. 

Just prior to Durrant’s removal to 
the condemned cell, his mother pre- 
sented to him a sachet bag made of 
silk, ornamented with tassels and om- 
broidery, and a Bible bound in 
morocco with padded cover. When it 
was suggested to Capt. Edgar that 
possibly these might be the hiding 
places of some deadly poison, he 
laughed, saying: ‘“‘There is no poison 
in those articles; of that I am certain. 
Whether there is or not as a matter 
of no concern or interest, as Durrant 
-has no means of making use of it, even 
if it were true. I have all of Dur- 
rant’s possessions in my office. They 
will remain there until they are 
livered to his parents after his cxecu- 
tion. No one will be allowed to ex- 
amine them nor to subject them to 
analysis unless the warden officially 
directs it to be done. 
“Durrant has with him in his cell 
a Bible and a dictionary. These I pur- 
chased for him myself after he was 
sent to the condemned cell, afid if 
every leaf and the covers of al! the 
books given or lent to him after he 
went into the condemned cell were sat- 
urated with the most deadly roison 
known, it would be of no avail to him. 
He would not obtain possession of it. 
There is nothing in the condemned cell 
with Durrant except what has been 
furnished him by the prison authori- 
eo who are responsible for his cus-

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


Various Stages Through Which the 
Case Passed Yesterday. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 6.—Gov. 
Budd has announced that he will not 
interfere with the execution of Dur- 
rant. 

The Governor waited at his epart- 
ments this afternoon for Gen. Dickin- 
son, Durrant’s attorney, to appear. 
Dickinson did not come, and the Gov- 
ernor expressed his determination to 
allow the lew to take its course. It 
was stated that Mr. and Mrs. Durrant 
would call on the Governor this efter- 
noon to meke a last appeal for their 
son, but the Governor said that he 
would not receive them. 

THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 6.—The At- 
torney-General, when seen this after- 
noon, stated very emphattically that 
the proceedings in the Circuit Court 
would not operate as a stay of the ex- 
ecution. The service of the notice of 
proceedings amounted to nothing, and 
he would advise Warden Hale to pro- 
ceed with the execution: 

REFERRED THE APPEAL.

SAN QUENTIN, Jan. 6.—Upon being

AT THE PRISON. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN QUENTIN, Jan. -6.—Warden 
Hale and Chaplain Drahms, who visited 
him today, insist that Theodore Dur- 
rant has as yet shown no signs of 
breaking down. The prisoner was 
shaved at 11:30 today by a convict 
barber, who was escorted to the death 
chamber by Capt Edgar. Durrant was 
apparently not nervous, and seemed to 
enjoy the shave. 

Chaplain Drahms went into the death 
chamber at 8 o’clock this morning, and 
found the prisoner looking wonderfully 
strong. A short prayer and a talk on 
the scriptures comprised the religious 
exercises. Durrant seemed most sin- 
cere in his devotions and his faith in 
the Lord. Throughout it was readily 
seen that he still has hopes. The chap- 
lain said there was no material change 
in Durrant’s demeanor, and that he 
was no more nervous today than when 
he was first brought here. The chaplain 
announced this morning that he and 
Rev. Rader would mount the scaffold 
with the murderer, and give him spir- 
itual comfort to the last. Durrant still 
tells his guards that if he must die to- 
morrow he will depart this life an in- 
‘nocent man. 

The prisoner went to bed at il 
o’clock last night and slept soundly. No 
particular restlessness was noticed. He 
awakened at 6 o’clock and was given 
breakfast immediately. He ate hear- 
tily. Then came the visit of the chap- 
lain, and later his shave. His mother 
is expected later in the day. Rev. 
Rader will not be over again until to- 
morrow at 9 o’clock. He will go with 
the chaplain to the cell then, and re- 
main until the body of Durrant falls 
through the death trap. 

Durrant’s father went back to the 
city this morning. He showed plainly 
that he had lost hope, and was the 
picture of despair. He says Theodore 
will die bravely, and the officials be- 
lieve it will be so. 

Hangman Spencer of Folsom peniten- 
tiary arrived today to witness the ex- 
ecution. His services will not be needed 
by Executioner Lunt. Two hundred in- 
vitations have been issued by the War- 
den. Warden Hale said there is abso- 
lutely no chance for Durrant to com- 
mit suicide. He accepted the sugges- 
tions from Gov. Budd to be careful as 
simply coming from a citizen: The 
warden expects no reprieve, and has 
everything in readiness for the hang- 


CLUTCHING AT STRAWS.

WASHNGTON, Jan. 6.—Attorney

THE FORLORN HOPE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 6.—When the 
sun rose this morning there was just 
one faint and forlorn hope left to 
Theodore Durrant that he would be 
alive tomorrow. That hope is the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, to 
which Attorney Boardman will today 
apply for a writ of error, and perhaps 
also a writ of habeas corpus. If that 
court grants a stay of execution, the 
notice of its action must come by wire. 
Then will arise the question whether 
telegraphic notice is sufficient. 

The Supreme Court of California held, 
less than two months ago, in granting 
to Durrant a certificate of probable 
cause, that telegraphic notice :that 
the appeal had gone against Durrant 
was not sufficient to warrant the State 
in proceeding with the execution of the 
ser.tence of death. It may make a dif- 
ference that in the present case the 
warden, provided the stay is granted, 
will have to take the legal and moral 
responsibility of hanging Durrant 
merely because he (the warden,) has 
no technical or official information 
that the Supreme Court of the United 
States has again consented to deter 
the hangman from his task. 

After leaving the Federal Court, At-. 
torney Deuprey went to United States 
Marshal Baldwin's office and requested 
that official to accompany him to San 
Quentin. Baldwin demurred and wanted 
an explanation. 

“What do you want me to do?” he 
asked. 

Deuprey said his bill of exceptions 
had been signed by Judges Morrow 
and De Haven, and that if it coutd 
be served upon Warden Hale it would 
act as a stay of proceedings. Still the 
Marshal declined to act, and United 
States Attorney Knight was called itn 
to consultation Knight advised that 
the service be made at once. He said 
that the act of service would in no 
sense vest the document with any 
power to stop the execution. 

Upon this advice, the Marshal, ac- 
companied by Deuprey, left for San 
Quentin. . 


BILL OF EXCEPTIONS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 6.—This 
morning Attorney Deuprey apeared in 
the chambers of Judges Morrow and 
De Haven respectively, and had his 
bill of exceptions to yesterday’s deci- 
sion allowed. He announced to United 


States Marshal Baldwin that he hoped 


to give the Marshal's office some work 
to do this afternoon.

GIVING WAY RAPIDLY. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


SAN QUENTIN PRISON, Jan 6.— 
Theodore Durrant has but a few more 
hours of life. The barriers that have 
so long kept him from the gibbet have 
been swept aside, and the end is near. 

After the Federal Judges had denied 
his petition yesterday for a writ of hda- 
beas corpus and had refused to allow 
him to take an appeal to the supreme 
tribunal of the land, there was but 
one recourse and that was an appeal to 
the Governor for executive clemency, 
and it looks as if Gov. Budd’s action 
will be adverse to the condemned man, 
as he has instructed Warden Hale to go 
ahead with the execution on Friday 
and to use extraordinary care to pre- 
vent any attempt at suicide by the 
condemned. 

Durrant is breaking down rapidly 
enough now. He seems to have put all 
hope out of his thoughts. It hardly 
seems that he will make @ brave show 
on the scaffold or that he will be in 
any condition when the last moments 
arrive to carry out his intention of 
making a farewell speech. 

His father has confessed to Warden 
Hale that he has given up all hope of 
a stay, and entered into the most mi- 
nute details about the hanging in a 
pitiably despondent way. The warden 
promised that no vulgar curiosity on the 
part of the medical men or anybody 
else will be gratified after the body 
shall have been cut down, and says 
also that the corpse will be delivered 
to Durrant’s parents immediately after 
theexecution, for whatever disposition 
they choose to make of it. 

Nearly two hundred invitations have 
been issued for the hanging, and it is 
expected that fuly 175 people will be 
present. The warden has been notified 
that bogus invitations have been 
printed and sold in San Francisco, and 
every card presented at the prison 
gates will be rigidly inspected before 
its owner will be allowed to pass 
through. Every visitor will be com- 
pelled to leave tobacco, firearms and all 
other forbidden articles at the gates 
before he passes through. Before Dur- 
rant ehall be brought into the death 
chamber Warden Hale intends to make 
a speech to the assembled crowd, de- 
manding absolute silence and order 
during the execution. 


NO INTERVIEWS ALLOWED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 6.—In speak- 
ing of the Durrant case, Gen. Dickin- 
son, one of Durrant’s counsel, said: 

“No one will have permission to in- 
terview the condemned man before he 
is hanged, as I have authority in the 
matter and have given strict orders 
that no one shall see him. If the 
unfortunate man must die, I believe 
in letting him spend his last hours in 
peace, and will not submit to having 
him pestered. If any one does permit 
him to be seen, it will not only be con- 
trary to my orders, but will also be a 
violation of faith and the breaking of 
a solemn promise.” 

Durrant’s father has not yet decided 
what disposition he will make of the 
body. Owing to the fact that some of 
the cemetery associations refuse to 
receive it on account of the notoriety 
that would result, the elder Durrant. 
threatens to bury the body under the 
broad waters of the Pacific Ocean. 
Friends are trying to induce the 
stricken parents to have the remains 
cremated. 

BOARDMAN’S REQUEST REFUSED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Justice

be allowed where the appeal operates 
to suspend the power of the Shate au- 
thorities, and especially where the case 
has already been heard on appeal in a 
habeas-corpus proceeding. 

With reference to the writ of error, 
he considered especially the represen- 
tations of Boardman upon the claim 
that as the Constitution of California 
grants an appeal, such appeal becomes 
a vested right. The Justice considered 
this point carefully, but said that as he 
could not accept the court’s judgment 
on this point as its final action, he 
could not, therefore, see his way clear 
to interfere on this account. 

Boardman pointed out that the prob- 
able execution of Durrant tomorrow 
would have the practical effect of 
making the judgment final so far as 
it should bear upon his fortunes, but 
the Justice held to his original deter- 
mination in the matter. In presenting 
the matter, Boardman was armed with 
a long list of documents which he used 
especially in his effort to secure the 
review of the court’s action in the ha- 
beas-corpus proceedings. These related 
to alleged errors in denying the pris- 
oner his rights under the Constitution. 

The interview lasted forty minutes. 
After its conclusion, Boardman stated 
that he was undecided as to whether to 
make an application to the Supreme 
Court tomorrow for a writ of prohi- 
bition, staying the execution. As the 
court does not convene until noon, and 
the execution is set for 10:30 o'clock, 
he was fearful that the difference in 
time would not be sufficient to Save 
Dufrant, even if he should be’ suc- 
cessful in having bis motiom granted.

ROBBER'S BIG HAUL. | 


SAID TO HAVE SECURED A 
MILLION DOLLARS. 


The American Express Company at 
New York Loses Through a 
Trusted Employee. 


OFFICIALS MINIFY THE LOSSES. 


SAY ONLY ABOUT TEN THOUSAND 
DOLLARS WAS TAKEN, 


Pinkertons Say the Amount Stolen 
Was Thirty Thousand Dollars. 
Thiet Had the Opportunity 
to Help Himself. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 6.—The American 
Express Company was robbed today of 
a large sum of money, and Clark Bra- 
den, Jr., a trusted employé, is missing. 
Central officers and private detectives 
are hunting for him. 

Various statements have been made 
as to the amount stolen, the Evening 
Telegram placing the loss is high as 
$1,000,000. The express company, how- 
ever, insists that only $10,502 was 
taken. 

Three days ago the night manager 
in charge of the office at Forty-seventh 
Street and Madison avenue was taken 
ill, and Braden, a clerk of the com- 
pany for more than ten years, was 
temporarily substituted. This office the 
company uses as a clearinghouse for 
all its matter sent or received from the 
Grand Central Station. Among the 
parcels to be sent out on the 6:30 
o'clock train on the Hudson River 
road this morning were several con- 
taining cash to the amount of $5502, 
and one containing five $1000 Chicago 
Gas bonds. It was Braden’s place to 
take these packages to the train, re- 
turn to the office and remain on duty 
until 7 o’clock. 

When the day employés arrived 
Braden was not in the office. The safe 
was locked. There were no receipts for 
valuable packages by the morning 
train, although the books showed that 
several such parcels had been received 
at the offices. At first the absence of 
Braden and the receipts were set down 
to carelessness. But a few minutes 
later the leather bags that contained 
the packages were found under some 
other freight. They had been cut open 
and the money and bonds taken. 

That the robbery was hastily carried 

out is shown by the fact that $25,000, 
mostly in cash, was left in the safe, 
and that the bonds were taken. 
_ Notices were sent to every bank and 
financial institution in the country, 
warning them against purchasing the 
stolen gas bonds. These bonds have a 
face value of $5000, but are worth, in 
other markets, $5580. They are for 
$1000 each, issued in 1896, and bearing 
5 per cent. - They are numbered 1603, 
1827, 2859, 4000 and 4101. 

Braden, about three years ago, left 
the company’s employ to go West, and 
for a time was a fish-dealer in Oregon. 
Last summer he returned to New York. 

SAYS IT WAS A MILLION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY KEPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 6.—The Evening 
Telegram prints a report, which has 
not been verified, that the American 
Express Company was robbed last 
night of $1,000,000, which had been 
given it for transportation. ‘ 

The money was said to have been 
taken from one of its cars in its 
through western express while the train 
was being made up in the yard at 
Forty-eighth street. The officers of the 
company refuse to talk regarding the 
robbery. The money was said to have 
been in bags ready to place in safes. 

The western express leaves’ thie 
Grand Central yards at 8:15 o’clock. It 
goes through to Chicago, dropping off 
cars at intermediate cities. There are 
usually eleven cars in this train, whic! 
carries nothing but express shipments. 
Large sums of money are frequently 
sent west on it. According to the 
report received by the Evening Tele- 
gram, the clerks found the money bags 
rifled when they reached their car. 
The robbers had evidently been watch- 
ing the methods of handling money 
shipped on this train for some time. 

At the office of the president of the 
American Express Company, an Asso- 
ciated Press reporter was told that no 
robbery of any kind had been heard of. 
The president, however, refused to 
deny the truth of the story, merely 
confining himself to the story that he 
had not been advised of any such oc- 
currence. 

The story, as printed by the Evening 


Telegram, was denied at the Grand 
Central depot, and all accessible 
sources of information. It was 


learned, however, that ia detective 
agency reported that Glark Braden, 
clerk employed atthe 
branch office of the American Express 
Company, had today stolen five $1000 
bonds of the Consumers’ Gas Com- 
pany of Chicago. Bankers.and brokers 
were notified not to accept these bonds, 
and, if possible, to arrest the person 
presenting them. Whether Braden took 
more than this amount is not positively 
known. 

Besides taking $5000 in bonds, it has 
since been learned that Braden is al- 
leged to have taken $5000 in cash, 
making the total of the robbery $10,- 
000. The branch office where this oc- 
curred is at Forty-seventh street and 
Madison avenue. Braden has_ been 
clerk there three nights only. There 
was $40,000 in bonds left at the offics 
last night, which Braden was to have 
turned over to the messenger for ship- 
ment this morning. When the messen- 
ger arrived, Braden, the $5000 in bonds 
asd the $5000 in cash were missing. 

PINKERTON’S FIGURES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REFORT.] 

CHICAGO, Jan. 6.—The Chicago po- 
lice were requested this evening by the 
Pinkerton Detective Agency to appre- 
hend Clark Braden, Jr., the abscond- 
ing night clerk of the American Ex- 
press Company in the New York office. 
Instead of a $1,000,000 robbery, as 
rumored at first, the loss suffered by 
the express company through the 
clerk’s disappearance is, the Pinkertons 
allege, $30,000. According to the state- 
ment made by the detective agency of 
the amount taken by Braden, $25.000 
was in currency, consisting of fifty $500 
and five $1000 gold bonds of the Con- 
sumers’ Gas Company of Chicago. 


A BIG REDUCTION.

the galleries became so obstreperous 

their approval of the position of the 
atter than the chair was obliged to 
suspend the debate and admonish the 
spectators that ‘such demonstrations 
must cease. 

In enumerating the evils of the spoils 
system, Mr. Johnson said it made cow- 
ards of Legislators, stormed the White 
House, interfered with the departments, 
stretched into the Capitol and shaped 
legislation; it exalted the office-broker 
and attacked, vilified and caluminated 
the conscientious man. Words, he de- 
clared, could not do justice to the in- 
famy of this prolific evil, which had 
debauched the civil service. It seemed 
incredible to him that men could dare 
advocate a return of this saturnalia. 
The talk of a civil pension, he said, 
was a bugaboo designed to frighten 
the defenders of the merit system. A 
proposition for a civil pension could 
not command half a dozen votes in 
either house, or secure the Executive 
approval. 

Speaking to the Republican side of 
the House, he told his colleagues that 
the merit system was a Republican 
child. While George. H. Pendleton was 
its author in inception, It was a Re-. 
publican measure. Every Republican 
Senator, and all except seven Repub- 
lican members of the House voted for 
it. It has been indorsed by State and 
national conventions. Cities and States 
were adopting it. The American peo- 
ple were behind it. 

Mr. Johnson attributed the present 
“discordant and disgraceful scene’’ now 
being enacted in Ohio, with its ‘“‘vi- 
sions of Senatorship going glimmering,” 
to the scramble for spoils, State and 
national, and said that the surest way 
to put Bryan and his black banner in 
the White House in 1900 would be for 
the Republican party to be recreant to 
its trust and slap in the face those 
who believed in honestly conducted 
service. 

Without desiring in any way to re- 
flect upon the present occupant of the 
White House, Mr. Johnson said he was 
convinced that there could be no genu- 
ine civil-service reform until. by con- 
stitutional amendment, the President 
should be made ineligible for re- 
election. As long as he twas eligible 
for reélection, he must necessarily be 
more or less under the domination of 
machine politics. After expressing his 
oer in President McKinley, Mr. 

ohnson concluded with an eloquent 
appeal to him to stand by the principle 
upon the perpetuity of which the ner- 
manence of our institutions depended. 

Mr. Johnson was given an enthus- 
fastic demonstration of approval when 
he concluded. 

Mr. Lloyd (Dem.) ‘of Missouri, fol- 
lowed in opposition to the law, which, 
he argued, was an attempt to establish 
an aristocratic government by estab- 
lishing an office-holding class.

FLORIDA AND CALIFORNIA. 


Later dispatches from Florida some- 
what modify the earlier reports ofthe 
damage done by frost in that State, a 
few days ago. There seems to be no 
doubt, however, that, like the frost 
which visited Florida three years ago, 
this cold snap has done damage more 
heavy and general than has ever been 
known in Southern California. 


This is especially unfortunate for the 
orange-growers of Florida, coming as 
it did so soon after the recent disas- 
trous freeze, from the effects of which 
those who had not been entirely ruined 
were just about to recover. Average 
estimates place the Florida orange 
crop of this season at about 250,000 
boxes, which crop it was estimated 
would be more than doubled next year. 
A considerable portion of this season’s 
crop has been shipped, as the Florida 


than those from California, but many 
oranges remained on the trees, and 
these, of course, will be a total loss, in 
addition to the trees themselves, in 
many cases. 

When an extra cold spell, such as 
that of two weeks ago, has visited 
Southern California, some of the 
Florida papers have been in the habit 
of drawing therefrom the conclusion 
that Florida and California are on a 
par as far as the danger of damage to 
citrus fruits from frost is concerned. 
has no desire to gloat over 
the sufferings of the Florida orange- 
growers. On the contrary, we sympa- 
thize most heartily with those unfor- 
tunate people, wha have shown so 
much pluck in coming to the front 
again, after several severe blows of this 
description. It is, however, only fair 
to call attention to the wide difference 
in the effects of an extra cold spell in 
Southern California and in Florida. 
Three years ago, most of the orange 
trees of Florida, with the exception of 
a very limited region in the extreme 
south of the State, were frozen to the 
ground. This year the reports say that 
the same thing has happened. Now, 
it is doubtful whether in Southern 
California a mature orange tree has 
ever been killed by frost. When we 
speak of damage by an exceptionally 
severe frost, such as that which visited 
this section a couple of weeks ago, we 
mean that in some of the lower sec- 
tions, where nobody nowadays would 
think of planting citrus fruit, a por- 
tion of the oranges on the trees are 


growth nipped, while nine-tenths of 
the fruit throughout Southern Cali- 
fornia is uninjured. Here we have 
belts of land, the outlines of which 
are now fairly well defined, within 
which citrus fruit is never injured by 
frost. On the other hand, in Florida, 
when a frost comes, it not only takes 
trees and fruit as well, but it coVers 
the entire State in its sweep. There 
are evidently no frostless belts in 
Florida, witu the exception, perhaps, 
of a very small strip at the extreme 
southern point of the peninsula. 

After this severe visitation, follow- 
ing another within so brief a period, 
it is doubtful whether orange-growing 
in Florida will be revived as a com- 
mercial proposition, at least not for 
many years to come. The risks of 
loss are altogether out of proportion 
to the profits. The more the subject is 
investigated, the more apparent it be- 
comes that quite a limited area of 
Southern California is the only section 
in the United States in which citrus 
fruit may be raised, year after year, 
as a safe business proposition. Such 
being the case, the value of land 
within this area should, and will, un- 
doubtedly, increase in value. 

This severe frost will also, doubtless, 
have much effect on the tourist travel 
for some years to come. Florida has 
been a strong competitor of California 
for the winter tourist business, and 
has had a great advantage in the lower 
rates of transportation from the big 
cities of the eastern coast. It has also 
laid claim to more of a tropical char- 
acter of climate than we have in this 
section, and it is true that the vegeta- 
tion in the southern part of Florida 
has more of a tropical appearance than 
that of Southern California. In the 
dispatches we read, however, that in 
the winter resorts the thermometer 
varied between 20 and 34 deg. during 
the cold spell, while guests at the 
hotels were compelled to remain in 
steam-heated rooms. 

It is probable that a large proportion

The Comfart of the Shopper Should

keeper wants the customer more than 
the customer wants the storekeeper. 

It is true that the buyer wants to 
buy as much as the seller wamts the 
buyer to buy, but so long as more than 
one seller sells the things sold, individ- 
ual success in selling depends upon the 
exertions made by the individteal gsel- 
ler to make those who would buy what 
they want to buy of him. 

Few are creators of trade, and I am 
not in this article discussing those 
great giants of intellectual mercantile 
activi 
the field, and then by cultivating it. 

Just now I am attempting to sug- 
gest to the great average seller, who 
is and always will be in the majority, 
and who furnishes all the officers and 
all the soldiers excepi the generals on 
the flelds of trade. 

These men find that the volume of 
their trade is largely limited to the 
volume of their activity. 

They only obtain what they work for. 

In the quality of their activity is 
the quantity of their business. 

The shopper likes to shop where 
shopping is made easy. 

People follow the crowd, but they 
buy where the big crowd is not too 
big for the store, because the store is 
big enough to accommodate the crowd. 

People love to shop im the store of 
comfort, where there are conveniences 
as well as necessities. The store that is 
known as the “store of comfort,” cor 
the “house of convenience,’’seldom find 
business passing by. . 

The clean towel, or the cake of de- 
cent soap, amd the water warm enoug): 
to use, are all little things, but trade 
is held by little things. 

The comfortable retiring room, with 
easy chairs and courteous attendant, 
will do as much to make and hold 
trade as will anything else outside of 
the goods themselves. 

So long as several, or many, sell the 

me goods you sell, the magnitude of 
Cour trade, if “exceeds the average, 
is partly due to the accessories of your 
business—to those little conveniences so 
much appreciatéd by the buyers. . 

The cheerful, comfortable store, with 
the conveniences of home, becomes the 
heme-store of home people, and they 
are the people you want. 

If you are only an office man, or a 
desk-room seller, see to it what you 
have is comfortable. 

Don’t ask your caller to sit upon a 
dusty. chair, with a straight back end 
a y.ckety leg. 

Arrange things around your desk ¢o 
that the eye can pleasingly rest, view- 
ing pleasing harmony, 

Business is business, and there's 
nothing poetical or sentimental about 
the dollar, but that hard, cold dollar 
moves more rapidly in the warm room 
of coivfort. 

Frozen dollars are too cold to enjoy 
activity. 

What’s the matter with a plant or 
two, or a picture of a pleasant scene? 

Don’t carry your business into your 
home-parlor, but so far as possible, 
carry the comforts of home into your 
busiress. 

Nobody ever continued to do business 
where they did not feel at home, and 
nobody ever felt perfectly at home 
where there was no homelike aeppear- 
ance. 

The comfort of busines life, and the 
conveniences for shoppers, cost so lit-

WILL NEVER CIVE UP. 


CUBA WILL KEEP UPHER FIGHT 
. FOR ‘INDEPENDENCE. 


Absolute Freedom from Spanish 
Rule the Only Condition That 
Will End the War, 


GOMEZ GIVES HIS ULTIMATUM. 


WILLING TO PURCHASE THE ISL- 
AND AT A GOOD PRICE. 


Suggests the Formation of an 
American Syndicate to Guaran- 
tee the Payment, the Capital. 
ists to Collect the Taxes. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 6.—The Herald to- 
day prints the following letter from 
Gen. Maximo Gomez, commander-in- 
chief of the Cuban army, dated in the 
field, December 26, 1897: 

“You ask me for my opinion regard- 
ing what effect he autonomous régime 
about to be implanted by Spain in 
Cuba might have toward the pacifica- 
tion of the island. The Cubans in 
arms do not propose to give up, shall 
never yield, in their struggle with the 
Spanish until they have established 
their absolute independence. No mat- 
ter what number of liberties shall be 
granted to Cuba by any Spanish gov- 
ernment, even in case Spain should re- 
serve for herself no other right than 
to keep the Spanish flag over Cuba as 
a symbol of nominal sovereignty, she 
will not succeed in ending the war. 
The Cuban people will admit of no 
other solution of the present conflict 
than that whereby Cuba shall be rec- 
agnized as a member of the sisterhood 
of free nations. 

“In this attitude of absolute radical- 
ism we are sustained by two great mo- 
tives, which, unified as one single force, 
impel the Cuban people as a whole, 
as well as individuals, to adopt the 
grand resolution of their existence, 
sentiment and interest, the former be- 
cause the Cubans feel that they have 
been vrofoundly hurt by the horrible 
war methods employed against them 
by Spain; the latter because they are 
all firmly convinced that only as free 
men will they be able to enjoy peace 
and command the necessary ‘credit to 
reconstruct their country, which hes 
been devastated by Spain herself. In 
short, Cuba not only wishes but needs 
to be free. It is about time that Span- 
ish statesmen should recognize this 
fact, and, leaving aside all chaotic 
autonomy, should manfully confront 
the true problem. 

“Let the Spanish Ration acknowledge 
Cuba’s. independence, which she justly 
claims, and receive a compensation 
which is right and equitable, and even 
let her claim from our government 
some advantages in the Cuban tariff 
to foster her industries. Then and 
only then will the rainbow of peace 
lighten the horizon, which is now red- 
dened by the glare of the burning fields 
and the firing of the cannon.” 

The Herald also prints an interview 
with Gen. Gomez at a date later than 
the writing of the above letter. The 
correspondent found Gen. Gomez in the 
best of health and spirits, and fully 
convinced that the long struggle is 
drawing to a close. 

“The intransigeants of Cuba,” said 
Gen. Gomez, “have been the only ones 
unwilling to continue the struggle, be- 


cause they feared that Cuban triumph 


would result in their prosecution and 
the confiscation of their property. 
They are utterly mistaken. I, Maximo 
Gomez, whose word has never been 
broken, assure them of absolute pro- 
tection. 

“I know these people represent the 
thrifty business element of the island, 
and I believe they are destined to rank 
among the most valued citizens of the 
republic. The triumph of our cause 
will bring to them assurances and per- 
mission to follow their vocations in 
peace. There will be no persecution, 
either political or social.- 

“I. say the same thing, too, to the 
Spanish officers in the field. They have 
been fighting us, not because they hate 
Cuba, but because they love Spain. 
They have proved themselves to be 
loyal so of the mother land, and 
when they have laid down their arms 
we will gladly extend to them the 
right hand of fellowship. We will bury 
the bloody past and go forward shoul- 
der to shoulder to build up. 

“Cuba’s laboring classes have been 
almost destroyed, and we shall need 
men to till the soil. The rank and file 
of the Spanish army will fill the gap.” 

Speaking of terms ‘on’ which Cuba 
might win freedom, Gen. Gomez reit- 
erated his statement that Cuba is still 
waiting to purchase her liberty. It is 
believed that $250,000,000 would be an 
equitable amount now. He said he 
had no doubt that an arrangement 
could be made with American capital- 
ists to form a syndicate, collect cus- 
toms duties and pay Spain in install- 
ments. In this way, the general said, 
there would be a positive end to the 
war by the establishment of friendly 
relations with Spain. 

‘““When peace shall be declared,” he 
added, “we went to reckon’ Spain 
among our friends.” 

Referring to the ability of Cuba to 
carry on the war, Gen. Gomez said his 
forces were ample, and declared that 
Cuba could continue the fighting even 
if the soldiers had “to go naked: that 
the war cost the Cubans nothing, 
whereas Snain’s life blood is being 
rapidly drained by her enormous ex- 
penses. He svoke in terms of affection- 
ate admiration for America, deserib- 
ing her as the light of Cuba. and said 
he would welcome intervention as af- 
fording an instantaneous solution of 
the problem, but deprecated annexa- 
tion, although willing to accept a pro- 
tectorate. 


THE PLOT FAILED. 


Arangueren’s Life Endangered by 
an Indiscreet Congressman. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Jan. 6.—A_ dispatch 
from Havana to the Herald says that 
all Havana is talking of the frustration 
of a plot to kill or capture Gen. Aran- 
gueren, in which Gen. Lee and Repre- 
sentative King of Utah were innocent 
instruments. Mr. King, since his ar- 
rival ten days ago, has proved himself 
an enthusiastic but @ most indiscreet 
investigator. He made no secret of his 
intention to communicate with the in- 
surgents and expressed a particular de- 
sire to meet Gen. Arangueren. He suec- 
ceeded in inducing Gen. Lee to provide 
a guide, who agreed to take him to 
Gen. Arangueren, but insisted that the 
proposed expedition be kept a secret 
for fear the Spanish would take ad- 
vantage of it to learn of Gen. Aran- 
gueren’s location. 

In spite of this, the story not only 
leaked out, but Mr. King was offered 
assurances by Secretary-General Con- 
gosto that no opposition would be made 
to his passage through the Spanish

Delgado tonight. The guide became 
alarmed last night. Noticing that Mr.

retary Congosto in earnést conversation 
under a dark colonnade in the Prado. 
Fully realizing the danger, the muids 


started for the country, and in half an 
hour was on his way to warn Gen. 
Arangueren.

A train of seventeen cars filled with 
troops left this morning, going in the 
direction in which the meeting was to 
take place. Mr. King’s first intimation 
of the failure of the proposed expedi- 
tion was this morning, when he learned 
that his guide was missing.

It is 
well Known that agents of the insur- 
gents come and go without hindrance, 
showing themselves in the cafés and on 
the streets with impunity. As indica- 
tive of public indifference, an English- 
man walked down Obispo street from 
the park to the palace wearing a large 
Cuban badge, without attracting any 
more attention than a few curious 
stares. Such an act would have cost 
him his life a few months ago. 

SPAIN CAVING DOWN. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Jan. 6.—A special to the 
Tribune from Washington says: 

“Spain is considering a formal re- 
quest to the United States to use its 
g00d offices to stop the fighting in 
Cuba. Intimations have been réeetved 
at the State Department that the Sa- 
gasta government has become con- 
vinced that the only way to save Cuba 
was to accept the oft-proffered i 
offices of the United States. 

“Canovas repeatedly replie dto Presi- 
dent Cleveland declining the good of- 
fices, and Sagasta did the same last 
November. Now the Prime Minister 
has become completely disheartened 
over the failure of the autonomy. 

“The Spanish propose that the United 
States should propose to the insurgenis 
an actual armistice pending negotia- 
tions for peace on the basis of Ameri- 
can guarantees of the integrity of 
home rule, or even of independence on 
a monetary consideration.”

Independence of Quebec.

CAN PAY DIVIDENDS 


BUT THE CENTRAL PACIFIC CAN+ 
NOT PAY THE GOVERNMENT. 


Southern Pacific Said to Be Putting 
Up the Money for the 
Payment. 


DUE TO AN ENGLISH PROTEST. 


THOUGHT COLLIS WAS PLAYING A 
BUNCO GAME ON THEM. 


Say the Central Pacific Was Opere 
ated Less to Their Advantage 
Than to That of the South- 
ern Pacific. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TLIVES.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 6.—[Exclus- 


ive Dispatch.] The stockholders of the © 


Central Pacific Raitro2d are now re- 
ceiving a dividend of one-half of 1 per 
cent. on their holdings of stock, and, 
in view of the fact that the Central 
Pacific became in default to the gov- 
ernment to the amount of $10,000,000 on 
the very day that the dividend became 
payable, the disbursement of such @ 
large amount of money for such a pur- 
pose presents a spectacle seldom, if 
ever, witnessed before in the history of 
railroad affairs in this country. For 
the convenience of the great majorty 
of Central Pacific shareholders, who 
are Europeans, the dividend is being 
paid at the New York office of the 
Southern Pacific Company, although 
those holders of Central Pacific stock 
residing in this part of the country 
will be permitted to receive’ their 
dividends upon presenting themselves 
at the treasurer's office in the Union 
Trust building in this city. In fact, 
quite a large amount has been paid 
out to stockholders by Treasurer N. T. 
Smith since the beginning of the week. 

This is the third dividend of like 
amount that has been paid to Central 
Pacific stockholders within the past 
eighteen months. One dividend was 
paid in 1896 and another last year. It: 
is explained in the general office of the 
company here that the dividend is be- 
ing paid by the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany to Central Pacific shareholders, 
and not out of the treasury of the Cen- 
tral Pacific. 

The dividend is one of the results of 
the visit to this country of Sir Charles 
Rivers Wilson, as the representative of 
English shareholders, in 1896. As is 
probably well known, Sir Charles Riv- 
ers Wilson was employed by the Eng- 
lish shareholders of the company ta 
come to America in their interest, and 
among other things, he entered a pro- 
test that the lease under which the 
Southern Pacific Company operates the 
Central Pacific was illegal, since it 
was approved by the Central Pacifio 
directors, who were at the same time 
officers of the Southern Pacific. The 
shareholders thought the Central Pa- 
cific was being operated less to their 
advantage than to the advantage of 
the Southern Pacific, and they werg 
dissatised with an arrangement that 
allowed them no dividends and gave 
the Central Pacific Company a nomina} 
rental of $10,000 a year for corporation 
expenses. 

It was then that the Southern Pacifia 
agreed to give the Central Pacific 
shareholders a yearly dividend of one- 
half of 1 per cent. out of its own earn- 
ings, whether the income of the road 
should warrant it or not, and it is 
this yearly dividend that is now being 
paid to the Central Pacific sharehold-~ 
ers. It is probably the last dividend of 
the kind that the Southern Pacific wilt 
be called upon to pay to the Central 
Pacific shareholders, for it is gener- 
ally admitted that the future of the 
Central Pacific will be definitely deters 
mined in a very short time.

It begins to appear 
as though the final outcome of the 
Lovering court-martial might be the 
abolition of Fort Sheridan, Chicago, 
Both President McKinley and Secre- 
tary Alger seem to have looked upon 
the sentence of a reprimand in the 
case as entirely inadequate. The rep- 
rimand was accordingly made as sting< 
ing as possible, and to give it greater 
weight it was ordered to be read at 
dress parade at every military post 
in the country. But the commander 
at Chicago undertook to soften the 
penalty by having the reprimand read 
at that post when Lovering was abe 
sent, so the offender need not hear it. 
Quite naturally Secretary Alger has 
resented this attempt to cross the 
purposes of the War Department, and 
as a means of disciplining the refrac- 
tory officers, is considering the break- 
ing-up of the post and the scatter- 
ing of the forces there among other 
positions, among which Fort Snelling 
is about the most available. 


Mayor and Waterworks. 


[Oakland Times:] Mayor Snyder of 
Los Angeles has peculiar ideas of the 
powers of the city government over 
which he presides. The city has @ 
contract with the water. works com- 
pany, which was made thirty years 
ago to buy the works at an appraised 
valuation to be fixed by experts. The 
Mayor has now presented a message to 
the City Council suggesting Uhat in- 
stead of going through the tedious 
legal forms to obtain possession, the 
city shall seize the works and then let 
the company bring suit to oust the 
city from possession if it can. It would 
seem probable that if the city at- 
tempted this maneuvre the water 
works company would sue the city for 
forcible entry and detainer, and pos- 
sibly obtain damages for its summary 
proceeding.

Mail Drawer of the First National 


Bank Rifled and Other Mail 
Stolen, 


THE BURGLAR UNDER ARREST. 


HE TRIED TO GET A STOLEN BANK 
CHECK CASHED, 


Arrest of a Second Individual for 
Trying to Realize on Stolen 
Paper—Police Detectives 
Refuse to Talk. 


Postoffice station C, on North Main 
Street, was the scene of a burglary 
Wednesday night, and the police have 
the burglar in custody. The name of 
the culprit they are not ready to di- 
vulge, however, for the reason that 
they are digging up evidence to con- 
vict him of several other burglaries re- 
cently committed in this city. 

The police detectives and the Federal 


officials did their best to prevent in- 


formation of the postoffice burglary 
from reaching the public yesterday, but 
the news leaked out in gpite of their 
efforts at secrecy, and the salient facts 
of the case were soon in the posses- 
sion of The Times without assistance 
from the minions of the law. 

It required no great effort on the 


part of the burglar to accomplish his] 


purpose, but he profited little by the 
transaction, and was very soon in the 
clutches of the officers, who had been 
Shadowing him for several weeks on 
Suspicion of having committed other 
depredations of a like nature. 

tation C postoffice is closed to busi- 
ness during the night, but the outer 
doors are left open so that the renters 
of lock boxes can have access to them 
at any hour of the day or night. As 
the burglar was after mail that might 
contain valuable enclosures, it was an 
easy thing for him to pick out the 
boxes most likely to contain such, 
punch out the glass panels in.the 
drawers, when no one was looking, and 
reach in and take out the coveted let- 
ters. That is exactly what he did. 

The burglar evidently had an eye to 
business, and reasoned that the mail 
of.a bank or mercantile house would be 
most apt to contain money, or paper 
that could be converted into money. At 
any rate, he picked out the mail 
drawer of the First National Bank and 
that of Brown Bros., clothiers. The 
latter box did not contain anything of 
value, so far as known, but from the 
bank drawer he extracted letters that 
contained commercial paper of‘ consid- 
erable value, but on which he was not 
able to realize any cash, or at least 
had not done so before he was ar- 
rested. ; 

The burglar also broke in the out- 
ward panel of the drop box and took 
out a number of letters dropped in dur- 
ing the evening for the morning’s mail. 
The stamps on these were not yet can- 
celed. Little is known as to the value 


‘of the contents of these letters, but it 
is not. presumed that there was much 


of value in them. . 

Included in the stolen bank mail was 
one letter from the Alhambra Bank, con- 
taining an inclosure of about a dozen 
checks, aggregating some $450, but so 
indorsed as. to be credited to the ac- 
count of the remitting bank, and not 
collectible by any individual into whose 
hands the checks might fall. But this 
did not deter the thief from trying to 
get one of these checks cashed at the 
Los Angeles National Bank, almost as 
soon as it opened for business. 
bank refused to honor it, but did not 
try to detain the man who presented it 
for payment. 

One of the letters addressed to the 
First National Bank contained a re- 
mittance from an out-of-town cus- 
tomer, the exact amount of which could 
not be learned yesterday. This check 
was also non-payable to bearer. 

The exact hour when the burglary 
was committed is not known. It may 
have happened any time between 8 
o’clock Wednesday evening and 4 
o’clock Thursday morning. It was not 
discovered until after daylight. It was 
reported to the police early in the day, 
and Detectives Bradish and Steele and 
Special Officer Ross Phillips were de- 
tailed on the case. They had their man 
already spotted, for Officer Phillips had 
been shadowing him for several weeks. 
From the character of the burglary the 
detectives concluded that it was the 
work of this particular suspect, so they 
set out at once to look for him where 
Officer Phillips had him last located. 

Soon after they started on the errand 
of apprehending the culprit, Officer 
Phillips met him on Los Angeles street 
and took him into custody. Detective 
Bradish was close by, but Phillips had 
no trouble in taking the burglar single- 
handed. 

In going by the Los Angeles National 
Bank on the way to the Police Station, 
the officers took the prisoner into the 
bank where the cashier identified him 
as the man who had presented one of 
the stolen Alhambra Bank checks, ear- 
lier in the day, payment of which was 
refused. 

The prisoner was locked up secretly 
at the Police Station and the detectives 
then set out to unearth his plunder. In 
a very short time they found letters 
and checks that had been concealed in 
two different places, the location of 
which the officers have refused to dis- 
close. 

In his haste to hide the checks, the 
burglar dropped one that called for 


$200 payable to Arthur Bean, and in-- 


dorsed with the stamp of the Alhambra 
Bank. While the detectives were 
hunting for the booty, a man who had 
found the check which the burglar lost, 
presented it for payment at the First 
National Bank. 

“Where did you find it?” asked Cash- 
ier Gibson, as the stranger laid the 
eheck on the counter before him. Mr. 
Gibson saw at a glance from the in- 
dorsements that it was not payable to 
the bearer, and presumed that it was 
one that had fallen over the counter 
and had been picked up by the stranger 
just as a matter of accommodation. 
It did not occur to him that the man 
was presenting it for payment, but he 
was mistaken. 

“Why, that is my own check,” said 
the verdent individual, “and I want to 
draw the money on it.” 

Then Cashier Gibson “took a tum- 
ble.”’ 

“Oh, you want to draw on this!” 
exclaimed he. ‘Well, sir, what is your 
name?” 

“Arthur Dean,” was the reply. 

Now the name on the check happened 
to be Arthur Bean, and Cashier Gibson 
was sure that all was not right. 

“Can you get anyone to identify 
you, Mr. Dean?’ asked the cashier. 

“Chief Glass knows me,” replied the 
nervy stranger. 

“Very well, we will send for the big 
Chief,’”’ and Mr. Gibson directed one of 


his clerks to telephone to the Police | 


Station for an officer, The alleged 
Mr. Dean suddenly became very un- 
easy, and wanted to leave, but he was 
detained till Detective Auble appeared 
on the scene and took him into cus- 


tody.

check where the real burglar had 
dropped it, within four feet of the 
place where he had hidden a handful 
of the stolen securities. The finder of 
the check showed his dishonesty, 
though, by trying to realize on it, but 
made the fatal blunder of giving the 
name of Dean instead of Bean. Even 
had he given the right name he could 
not have drawn any money on. the 
check, but he was too obtuse to know 
that. 

The detectives, for reasons. best 
known to themselves, have thus far 
refused to reveal the true names of 
the burglar and the check-finder. Both 
are held prisoners, and the latter will 
probably be required to answer the 
charge of attempting to secure money 
by false pretenses. 

The burglar will be handed over to 


the Federal authorities for trial on 
the charge of robbing the United 
States mail. At the request of the 


detectives, United States District At- 
torney Flint has consented to  with- 
hold the filing of a complaint against 
the culprit in the Federal court until 
the police have had time to unearth 
evidence to prove that he committed 
other burglaries. Four or five recent 
depredations of this kind are laid up 
against him, and the detectives hope 
to be able to recover the stolen. prop- 
erty, if the fact of his arrest is not 
given too much publicity. 

| The detectives last night refused to 
give out information about the post- 
office burglary, and the arrest of the 
alleged burglar, because they were 
pledged to secrecy by the Federal 
officials, and the Federal officials re- 
fused to talk because they had prom- 
ised the detectives to keep quiet about 
it. The Times, therefore, had to rely 
on other sources of information, 
the facts are substantially as related 
above.

A considerable percentage of the 
country property now on thé market 
wr exchange is located in the various 

right irrigation districts of Southern 
California, several of which are in 
such a muddled-up condition that the 
owners of property do not know where 
they stand. For instance, in the 
Rialto district, 7200 acres of land were 
bonded for $500,000, and the bonds were 
sold. This is at the rate of nearly 
$70 per acre, which is about all it 
is worth. Other irrigation districts 
which are in a mixed-up condition are 
those of Alessandro, Grapeland and 
Vineland. However good the Wright 
law may have been in theory, it has in 

ractice proved to be a great curse 

o thousands of honest farmers, and 
the end is not yet. A recent court de- 
cision in regard to an irrigation dis- 
trict in the San Joaquin Valley tends 
to indicate that many of these bonds 
may be declared invalid, in which case 
the loss would fall on those who pur- 
chased them.

SUBURBS AND SYNDICATES. 

Now that there is a good demand for 
suburban residence property, there is 
an opening for the profitable invest- 
ment of money by syndicates to pur- 
chase and subdivide suburban tracts 
within easy reach of the business cen- 
ter. Such syndicates should have 
ample capital, as it is impossible now- 
adays to obtain satisfactory prices for 
residence property unless im- 
provements have first been made. It 
might also sometimes be necessary to 
construct a _ street-car line to the 
tract. Lots in such subdivisions should 
be large—never less than 60x160 feet, 
while half an acre would be sstill 
better. 


MINES AND MINING. 


STEADY DEVELOPMENT WORK IN 
THE RANDSBURG DISTRICT. 


Placer Mining in Eagle Mountain 
District—Sale of the Gold Bronze 
Mine—An English Purchase at 
Virginia Dale—Mining Manage- 
ment, 


Encouraging news continues to be re- 
ceived from the Randsburg section, in 
which some important developments 
are promised for the coming year. 
About seventy-five stamp mills are 
now running continuously in the camp. 
Capital is coming in, and is being in- 
vested in new prospects as well as in 
the development of oldersmines. Much 
assessment work has been done by the 
claim-owners. during the past two 
months. Hitherto much of the work 
done has been of a more or less ama- 
teur character, but now many experi- 
enced mining men are coming in and 
taking hold of development work in a 
systematic and business-like manner, 
which is bound to produce results in 
the near future. 

The railroad to Johannesburg will 
greatly aid industry, as it will permit 
of importation of heavier machinery. 
With mills that can handle cheaper 
ore the bullion output of the mine will 
be greatly increased. 

Several new strikes are reported on 
the desert in the neighborhood of 
Randsburg. 

EAGLE MOUNTAIN. 

Work is actively progressing in the 
Eagle. Mountain district, in Riverside 
county. Besides the several valuable 
quartz ledges that are being opened 
up, work is progressing in Placer Cafion 
which is three or four miles in length. 
The cafion has been worked for a num- 
ber of years by Mexicans and Indians. 
Some of the men working in the cafion 
are said to be averaging from an ounce 
to an ounce and a half a day. 

THE GOLD BRONZE SOLD. 

Several years ago, when Los Angeles 
people opened up the Venderbilt min- 
ing district, out on the desert, the Gold 
Bronze mine was the leading prospect 
in the camp. That was before Rands- 
burg had been discovered. Since then 
little has been heard of the Vander- 
bilt district. The San Bernardino Sun 
of recent date, announces that the Gold 
Bronze mine and mill, together with 
all the appurtenances and property of 
every kind, belonging to the Vander- 
bilt Mining and Milling Company, were 
sold at receiver’s sale recently, at the 
courthouse, the sale being made by Re- 
ceiver W. N. Crandall. The property 
was bid in by. J. M. Hale of the J. M. 
Hale Company of Los Angeles. His 
bid was $4470.35. This amount repre- 
sents merely the claims which were a 
first lien on the property. The total 
amount of indebtedness of the com- 
pany, which was a lien on the mine, 
was $23,000, but the secondary claims 
will be unprovided for, unless the oth- 
ers take the plan of redeeming within 
the statutory six months. 

The mine and mill have been standing 
idle for three years, being tied up by 
the litigation. 

AN ENGLISH PURCHASE. 

Another mining sale, which is of 
more significance, is that of the Dale 
group of mines, in the Virginia Dale 
district, in San Diego county, which 
were recently sold to the representa- 
tive of an English syndicate, who has 
made several other purchases in South- 
ern California. A patent has already 
been taken out for the mines, which 
will be developed. It is said that tests 
of the ore showed average assays of 
over $30 a ton of free-milling ore. The 
price paid is reported at $45,000, which 
includes a small mill, buildings and a 
thousand tons of ore on the dump. 

CAMP TODD. 

Camp Todd is a new mining district 
in San Mateo cafion, San Diego county, 
which was discovered about two years 
ago. It is in the center of what is said 
to be quite a rich mining country. The 
chief drawback of the camp at pres- 
ent is lack of communication, and the 
miners are anxious to get a road con- 
necting them with San Diego, or to 
the ocean. It is said that an English 
company is about to build a road from 
the camp toward the east, and will put 
up a smelter. 

THE TRINITY FAKE. 

As the last of the deluded people who 
rushed up to Trinity county in search 
of a bonanza begin to return, the 
truth is coming out about that heart- 
less fake which caused many poor 
people to lose what little money they 
had. This rush was undoubtedly insti- 
gated by a few local business men and 
the stage companies, backed by some 
newspapers. It is now stated that the 
gold found by the Graves brothers, 
which caused all the excitement, had 
been left among the rocks by stage 
robbers. 

Men of small fortunes cannot be too 
careful about rushing into a new sec- 
tion where a mining excitement is re- 
ported. It is, however, of very little use 
to give such warning to the averagé 
prospector. ‘

Some people have an idea that the 
Silver-mining industry in Colorado has 
been entirely killed by the decline tn 
the value of the metal.

ORCHARD, FARM, RANCHO AND STOCKYARD. 


Crops and Markets; 


ARMERS in Southern California 

are still waiting with growing anx- 

jety for a good downpour of rain. 
Barly this week there was a _ light 
sprinkle in this section, but not enough 
to do any good. Irrigation is being 
resorted to in many places. The brown 
hills show the urgent need of mois- 
ture. Those who own hay are holding 
it for an advance, and are likely to 
get it unless rain falls soon. 

The mews of the frost in Florida 
and the consequent destruction of the 
orange crop yet unshipped, has tended 
to stiffen the orange market here, al- 
though there were probably not more 
than 50,000 boxes of oranges on the 
trees in Florida at the time of the 
frost. The demand for oranges in the 
Eact is fairly good, and, as a rule, sat- 
isfactory prices have been realized for 
shipments that have gone forward. 
The demand for dried fruit in the East 
has been slightly better of late, and 
there is more inquiry among local buy- 
ers for choice grades of fruit. 

The trade in the local produce mar- 
ket has been rather quiet since the 
holidays. Quotations will be found on 


the conimercial page. 


The Farmers’ Institute. 

HE Farmers’ Institute, held under 

the auspices of the University of 

California, which has been in ses- 
sion in Los Angeles for three days 
of this weck, was one of the most 
successful gatherings of the kind ever 
held in Southern California. The meet- 
ing hall at the Chamber of Commerce 
was found too small to accommodate 
the throngs, and a larger hall had to 
be secured. A long and interesting 
programme had been arranged by C. 
H. Goodwin, who efficiently occupied 
the position of secretary of the insti- 

It woud need several columns to re- 
view, ia anything like detail, the nu- 
merous interesting points that were 
brought cut during the meetings. Some 
of these wiil be referred to in later 
numbers of The Times. Today we will 
only briefly refer to a few of the pa- 
pers. 

The question of diversified farming 
was discussed by Robert Dunn, who 
argued in the line that The Times has 
so often advccated, namely, that it is 
folly for farmers to put all their eggs 
in one basket. 

A. R. Sprague, who contributed an 
article on almond culture to the Mid- 
winter Number of The Times, gave an 
address on that subject. He _ stated 
that the history of almond planting 
in Caiifornia had been anything but 
an encouraging one; that at first the 
nuts had teen planted both in Southern 
and Central California, on the coast, 
and in the interior, but from experience 
it was learned that these localities 
were wholly unsatisfactory, and espe- 
cially clonz the coast and through the 
great citrus belt. The cultivation is 
now being confined to a small portion 
of the Sacramento Valley. In high 
altitudes, where the atmosphere is 
dry, the land well-drained, or where 
there is much cold weather, backward 
springs, and an absence of fogs, the 
conditions are exceedingly favorable 
for the production of a hardy market- 
able nut. 

Mr. Sprague gave some valuable 
hints In regard to varieties and culti- 
vation. 

A paper ty Ellwood Cooper on “Food 
Adulterations,’”’ was read by the sec- 
retary and elicited discussion. Mr. 
Cooper has devoted much investigation 
to this sualject. 

The question of fruit exchanges was 
brought up by the president of the 
Redlands Citrus Union, which gave 
Mr. Naftzger,-president of the Southern 
California Fruit Exchange, an oppor- 
tunity to explain the methods of that 
organization, and to remove some mis- 
apprehensions which have obtained cur- 
rency in regard to the methods of 
carrying on the business. 

Mr. Sprague, who is the organizer of 
the Los Angeles Deciduous Fruit 
Growers’ Association, then urged the 
speedy completion of this organization. 
In the course of his address Mr. 
Sprague stated that there are over a 
hundred- tons of deciduous fruits now 
in Southern California, for which there 
is no market. A resolution that every 
local city.where deciduous fruits are 
grown should form local associations 
was referred to a committee. 

The question of roads was brought 
up by a paper read on the subject by 
A. P. Griffith, and led to an interesting 
discussion on the subject, the outcome 
of which was an expression of the be- 
lief that if we are to have good roads 
in California the building of them must 
be taken in hand by the farmers and 
not by politicians. 

Albert Smiley of Redlands then read 
@ paper on “Roads and Roadside Tree 
Planting” and a paper on “Promising 
New Varieties of Fruits” was read by 
J. W. Mills of the Agricultural Station 
of Pomona. 

At the second day’s meeting of the 
institute, the greater part of the fore- 
noon was devoted to the discussion of 
the subjett of insect pests, during 
which one of the growers present made 
a strong plea in favor of fumigation in 
nlace of spraying, claiming that spray- 
ing does mot kill more than 20 per cent. 
of the scale. Another fruit-grower ob- 
jected to fumigation, expressing the be- 
lief that while fumigation would kill 
the scale it would not kill the egg. 

One of the most interesting papers of 
the session was that read by Secretary 
Goodwin, on “Thoroughbred Poultry,” 
Mr. Goodwin said it was a mistaken 
idea that thoroughbred chickens are 
harder to raise than the common kinds. 
He believes that more money can be 
made by raising chickens than in any 
other agricultural pursuit, provided as 
much attention is given to the fowls 
as is devoted by farmers to other 
branches of their business. 

A paper on bees and horticulture was 
read by T. W. Cowan, recently from 
England. “Home Improvements” was 
discussed by Mrs. E. D. Hartshorn. 
Prof. 5. W. Woodbridge went into de- 
tails on the subject of fertilizing. In 
the course of his remarks he recom- 
mended that fertilizer should be used 
sparingly on young trees. Other pa-

Another 
paper of a somewhat depressing. na- 
ture Wag read by W. L. Hayhurst of 
Chino, on the sugar-beét industry. He 
claimed that the average profit per 
acre to the beet-growers of Chino was 
only $14.50. 


At the third day’s session, Max Mey- 


berg, on behalf of the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association, delivered 
an address in favor of establishing a 
produce exchange in Los Angeles. A 
committee was appointed to consider 
the question, which committee later re- 
ported favorably. 

Attention was called to a clipping 
from a Chicago paper, in which it was 
stated that the San José scale is being 
carried to Germany on California or- 
anges, and that the Germans on that 
account are trying to get a bill passed 
excluding American fruits from the 
country. It was shown that the San 
José scale is never found on citrus 
fruits. 

Prof. A. J. MeClatchie of the South- 
ern California Dairymen’s Assoeiation 
read a paper on “Handling Milk.” He 
insisted upon the importance of test- 
ing milk of individual cows, to deter- 
mine the amount of butter fat present. 
James R. Boul read a paper on the 
silo, and Olin L. Liversey addressed 
the mé@eting on ‘“‘The Cereals of South- 
ern California.” 

N. W. Blanchard, the well-known 
lemon-grower of Ventura county, read 
& paper entitled ‘‘Lemons on_ the 
Coast.” He recommended lemon-grow- 
ers to properly pack their lemons and 
hold them for better pricess when the 
market was ‘down? H. C. Dillon of 
Long Beach said he had kept lemons 
for many months with Success, and 
praised the Eureka as the best variety. 
Another article on lemon culture Was 
read by G. B. Hall of the San Diego 
Horticultural Association, who edvo- 
cated the sparing use of water, much 
cultivation, and plenty of fertilizer, the 
young trees to be carefully pruned. 

Raisin culture was discussed by R. 
C. Allen of National City, who claimed 
that raisin-grape vineyards do better 
in valleys than on hillsides. He believed 
that the’ raisin industry was entering 
upon a stage of prosperity, and that 
soon all raisins would be seeded. C. 
E. Wilsie of the Ne@rdhoff Club, Ven- 
tura county, read a paper on “The 
Preservation of Our Forests.” Abbot 
Kinney read another paper.on the same 
subject. A committee was appointed to 
draft a bill to be sent to Washington, 
providing for an_appropriation for a 
forestry patrol. 

Such meetings as these, for the intel-

nia are of menifest advantage 
to the industry, and should be 
held frequently. About the on- 


ly critcism that could be made of 
this meeting is that the programme 
was somewhat too long for a three- 
days’ session. 


California Soil. 
A T # RECENT Farmers Institute, 


held in San Francisco, Prof. Hil- 

gard gave some interesting infor- 
mation regarding the ‘soil of Califor- 
nia. He said that the different condi- 
tions of soil in California are so great 
that the farmer, only familiar’ with 
eastern conditions, is nonplused at the 
results of his labors. 

One of tthe main conditions here is 
the absence of the subsoil known in 
the East. Our plants, having a greater 
surface soil} take deeper hold. We 
practically have no subsoil. We have 
fourteen times more lime in our soil 
than in the East. Prof. Hilgard added: 
“Our wider adaptability must not be 
exaggerated. Everything will not grow 
everywhere. Seldom is the poorness of 
the soil to blame. Stiff clay or surface 
water are annoyances hard to combat. 
The rising of alkali comes through 
‘ “How is it with our’ present. six 
months’ grought we grow the citrus 
fruits? In Europe six weeks’ drought 
would mean ruin, but here our fruits 


are accustomed to our climate. I 
would not plant beets in irrigated land 
at this time.”

Book on California Gardening, | 


California are so different from those 

found in other parts of the country 
that works dealing with the culture-of 
the soil, published in the Eastern 
States, are of little value here. In this 
State the horticultural guide-book of 
Wickson has become a standard, and 
that writer has recently added another 
work on vegetable growing. The im- 
portant subject of floriculture in Cal- 
ifornia has, however, been overlooked 
until now. when the want is supplied 
by the publication of a little book en- 
titled “Gardening in California,” writ- 
ten by William 5S. Lyon, an experienced 
florist, nursery and landscape gar- 
dener of this city. 

Mr. Lyon’s work is of a strictly prac- 
tical character, information being 
given in a compact shape, and without 
needless technicalities, so that it may 
be easily understood by those who 
have had little or no experience as 
gardeners. The book is divided into 
‘eleven chapters, and deals with the 
soil, its preparation and cultivation, the 
setting out of plants, and pruning, 
Four chapters are devoted to the rose, 
including a select list of roses adapted 
to this section. The violet has a chap- 
ter to itself, and another chapter is 
devoted to ferns and bignonlas. An in- 
teresting chapter is that of how to 
plan a garden, and the use of vines 
in landscape making. There is also use- 
ful information on new or little known 
plants, on dwarf evergreen shrubs, on 
vines and climbing plants, and in re-

[To the Editor of The Times:] A 
bulletin on fruit culture, of recent is- 
sue from the Division of Pomology, 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, whiSi has been given wide pub- 
licity, contains numerous unpardon- 
able mistakes pertaining to the horti- 
cultural industry of our State. These 
blunders were recently pointed out to 
the Secretuvy of Agriculture by Sena- 
tor Stephon M. White. 

To illustrate the absolute imbecility 
of the document, it states, for in- 
Stance, that no oranges are raised 
in the State; makes no mentivun of the 
production ‘cf. grapes south. of latitude 
39, that territory embracing the Fresno 
region and other large grape-growing 
Sections. Figs are not mentioned as 
a California product, not Japanese 
persimmons. No mention is made of 
raisins, nor is the State credited with 
the ability to produce walnuts, and 
very little notice is made of many va- 
rieties of apples and peaches. While 
the bulletin contains no  neations 
that California does not raise fruit 
accredited to other States, it having 
been given official indorsement and 
sent broadcast over the world,  pur- 
porting to state the special localities 
devoted to the raising of the particu- 
lar fruits enumerated, no other inter- 
pretation can be placed on the docu- 
ment than that California is not 


adapted to the production of the 
fruits named. 
In order to correct the false im- 


pressions that may arise from the in- 
accuracy of the aforesaid bulletin, the 
following statistics for 1897 of the acre- 
age in fruit and fruit shipments, of re- 
cent collation, are appended:

Good Roads, | 
HERE should be on the part of 
farmers more clear-headed discus- 


sion upon the principle upon which 
funds for road-building or improve- 
ments should be raised and expended. 
There can be no more suitable object 
for discussion in granges or farmers’ 
clubs, and we hope to see it taken up 
in such places, and the views which 
are held communicated to the press. 
The abstract question of good roads 
or poor roads is no longer worth dis- 
cussing. Everybody desires good roads. 
Nor is the general question of increased 
expenditure upon roads a much more 
important subject. We all know that 
the sentiment is such that a gradually- 
increasing expenditure for this purpose 
is inevitable, and that may be con- 
sidered settled. The important ques- 
tions are how much shall we increase 
our expenditure; how shall the in- 
creased taxes be apportioned, and how 
shall the funds be expended? The last 
question involves the two questions of 
what kind of roads shall we build and 
which roads shall get most of the 
money? 

It is only when we get down to the 
discussion of detail that we can learn 
ust where we disagree, and until we 
earn where we disagree we can take 
no steps toward reaching an agree- 
ment, either by a modification of opin- 
ion upon a better knowledge of facts, 
or by compromise when interests are 
found to be actually opposed. The 
farmers use country roads more than 
any other class, have more interest in 
their rational improvement, and will 
pay the greater part of the expense. 
They are not, however, taking any im- 
portant part in the discussion. The} 


take is the indorsement by resolution 
of ideas suggested by others and pay- 
ing the taxes to build the roads. This 
is not because farmers have no ideas on 
the subject, for they have plenty of 
them; they are also usually very rea- 
sonable ideas, and the farmers are very 
positive about them. The cnticism 
which we make is that they do not, 
as a class, agree upon and formulate 
their judgment for public information, 
in order that legislation may be prop- 
erly framed with reference to. their 
opinions and their interests. If the 
writer were in the Legislature today, 
and it were in session, and he earnestly 
desired to consult and follow the wishes 
of the farmers in constructing a road 
law, he would be unable to form an in- 
telligent judgment as to the vote he 
should cast in a single contested case. 
Hie would know his own opinion and 
probably the opinion of many, but of 
the wishes of the farmers as a class 
and probably of their real interests he 
would be ignorant. 

The trouble of constructing a road 
law in this State is the infinite variety 
of conditions, and, consequently, of in- 
terests. There are mountain districts, 
foothill districts and vailey districts, all 
requiring different treatment. There 
are sparsely settled and, therefore, poor 
communities, and thickly settled and 
wealthy communities. There are dis- 
tricts of great rainfal and continuous 
winter muddy roads, and districts 
where there is never any mud. There 
are districts where good road material 
is abundant and cheap, and districts 
where it is scarce and costly. A useful 
road law must be constructed with a 
view to the welfare of all these @is- 
tricts. As no road law in this State ever 
has been so constructed, we have had 
no useful road law. Our laws have 
been made to suit particular cases as 
to which some forcible member of the 
Legislature had views. 

As the season of activity in granges 
and farmers’ clubs is now on, we hope 


Should county Su- 
pervisors continue tO manage the 
roads? Should their care be committed 
to road districts, or should it Se ai- 
viced, as in the vetoed law of last win- 
ter? Should the State aid in road huilda- 
ing? If so, as to what roads and to 
what extent?

Starting the Business. 
CORRESPONDENT of the New 
England Homestead, writes: In 


starting to keep hens the question 
at the outset is what breed to keep. 
The first consideration is what is 
wanted of the poultry kept—eggs and 
poultry for market and home.-use, or 
eggs and birds for breeding purposes. 
AS more engage in the former, I will 
talk along that lire. Don’t attempt 
to keep several brééds, at I®aSt, with- 
out experience. Select one of the large 
or medium-sized* breeds, and bestow 
good’ attention up6n that. .There are 
several breeds which are good ‘layers, 
summer and winter, or they may be 
made so by good management, and 
when you want some poultry for the 
holidays you have it right at. hand. 
Such a breed is the Plymouth Hock, 
either the barred or white; also the 
Brahma may be classed in that line, 
either the dark or light. My prefer- 
ence is for the Barred Plymouth Rock. 
The first requisite is birds to start 
with. Thoroughbed pouitry costs high, 
and to purchase a’ male and a number 
of pullets is freqténtly beyond the 
purse or inclination of the “one desir- 
ing to start in the business. A good 
male bird will cost from $4 to $8, but 
a sitting of eggs from pure-bred fowls 
can be bought for $1 to $2. A couple 
of sittings of eggs would be less 
than the cost of a single mate bird... 
With ordinary good luek, 75 per cent. 
of the eggs will hatch, and, allowing 
for casualities, with ordinary good 
care fifteen to eighteen fine birds 
should be the result of $2 or $3 in- 
vested in eggs for hatching. It is true 
there is the element of time to be con- 
sidered, and, of course, some risk.,as 
6 the hens employed as sitters doing 
their duty faithfully. From these 
hatches all the pullets may be saved, 
the choicest cockerel retained to head 
the flock, and the remaining males sold 
at good prices to neighbors to keep 
for the improvement of their flocks. 
In inbreeding, great care and good 
judgment. need be exercised, for the 
tendency is to intensify traits and 
characteristics. Good qualities are 
strengthened in the progeny, and de- 
fects and weak points appear in ex- 
aggerated form in the following genera- 
tion. Hence, retain only those pul- 
lets whose qualities are desirable.

HODGMAN EXPLAINS. 


SAYS HE VER SEQUESTERED 
THE MINING-LOCATION FEES. 


ey 


Pat All the Money on Special De- 
posit and Paid it Ower When 
the Grand Jury Said He Should 
Do So—Mixed Laws. 


The statement that the grand jury 
had compelled County Recorder E. L. 
Hodgman to “cough up” about $200 in 
fees which it was alleged he was try- 
ing, to sequester, caused a ripple of ex- 


.cifement in and around the Courthouse 


yesterday. 

Recorder Hodgman admits that he 
paid to the County Treasurer a few 
days ago $262 received as fees for re- 
cording the location of mining claims, 
upon the recommendation of the grand 
jury, but he denies that he had at any 
time sequesteréd this money or used 
a cent of it for his own benefit, and 
produces a passbook of the Broadway 
Bank showing that the money was in 
the custody of that institution as a 
special denosit, in his name, but with 
the words “‘mining location fees "added 
thereto. 

Previous to the passing of what is 
known as the Powers Bill, Assembly 
bill No. 676, county recorders had noth- 
ing to do with the recording of mining- 
location claims, so far as reporting fees 
to the various county treasurers was 
concerned. The United States handled 
all that. After the passage of the 
Powers Bill a suit was brought to de- 
clare it unconstitutional by a County 
Recorder, who claimed the fees for 
recording mining locations as his per- 
quisites. Judge Virden of Mono county 
decided the bill unconstitutional and 
‘the county appealed the case to the 
Supreme Court. It is there yet. 

“The case referred to,” said. Re- 
corder Hodgman, “ig that of J. D. 
Murphy, Recorder of Mono county. In 
that case Judge Virden decided as fol- 
lows: That the mining statute of the 
State of California, as set forth in the 
petition filed herein (under the Powers 
Bill) is in conflict with the acts of Con- 
gress of the United States authorizing 
and regulating the location and ac- 
quisition of mining ground in said 
United States. 

“Now, pending a decision of this 
case,”’ continued Recorder Hodgman, 
“IT held on to the fees for recording 
mining locations, but I placed them on 
special deposit. The decision of Judge 
Virden does not require county record- 
ers to turn in the fees for recording 
mining claims, and, if it comes down to 
facts, the county recorder is not re- 

uired to enter and index such claims 
n his books unless he so desires. The 
Powers Bill provides for district depu- 
ties to do this work, but that law has 
never been observed, and no district 
deputies “have been appointed under 
that act. Jydge Virden’s decision says 
we may file the applications for min- 
ing location claims an ‘sheets of paper’ 
or in any book, but I have always let 
the papers take the usual course. 

“When the grand jury suggested I 
Cught to ‘pay in the fees collected for 
recording mining-location claims, I 
did so, giving a check on the special 
deposit I had made. That’s my side.” 

“Well, suppose the Supreme Court 
sustains Judge Virden and declares the 
fees you have paid in, your perquisites, 
how are you going to get back again 
the money you have paid in?” 

“IT won't get it,” said Recorder 
Hodgman. “Never ,will get it. It 
would cost more to get it, even if I 
wanted to try, which I don’t, than it 
would be worth. It will be the old say- 
tng of the ‘game not worth the candle.’ 
This mining business is all mixed up, 
anyhow, and I saved trouble and talk 
by doing what the grand jury thought 
was right. As to the recording of pa- 
pers in my office, they one and all take 
a regular course that goes neither too 
fast nor too slow, and the mining lo- 
cations have-taken their turn, the same 
as the rest of the papers, although 
they ‘need not have been entered on the 
regular books and index at all. If the 
Powers Bill is law then the -district 
deputies for mining work should have 
been appointed, filed their papers, and 
attended to the work. If the Powers 
Bill is not law, then the United States 
should take care of the matter. 

“As it looks to me, county recorders 
would be in just as equitable a posi- 
tion, the way things stand, if they re- 
fused to record mining locations at any 
price and sent applicants to the dis- 
trict deputies, who do not exist. At 
any rate, we have done our share of 
the work for nothing, and I’ve got a 
roast for doing it,’”’ and the County Re- 
corder sighed and looked out of the 
Courthouse windows as a caged bird 
peers between the bars. One couldn't 
help but wonder if he wasn’t thinking 
of the old dog Tray story. 


SOL MAY QUIT. 


Nikola Tesla Can Make a Light Just 
as Brilliant. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Jan. 6.—Nikola Tesla 
announces an important discovery. He 
says that he has perfected vacuum 
tubes of such high illuminating power 
that they may be used in lighthouses, 
and that they will enable the photog- 
rapher to work by night as well as by 
day. The results that Tesla has at- 
tained have been achieved by the use 
of his vacuum tubes and his oscilla- 
tor. The light that he is able to pro- 


duce by this means is as bright as 
that of the noonday sun. 
By its use every line of the object 


photographed may be made to stand 
out clearly and distinctly. It is well 
known that it is difficult to secure a 
light that will penetrate fog. It is be- 
lieved the light from the vacuum tube 
will eventually be used for this pur- 
pose.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


Satisfactory Inapection of the Elec- 
tric Power-house. 

SAN BERNARDINO, Jan. 6.--{[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The inspection of the San Ber- 
nardino Electric Company’s power-house at 
East Riverside, made Wednesday afternoon, 
proved satisfactory to the visiting city offi- 
clals. 

The monster dynamos are set on concrete 
bases. The power comes from the Riversido 
Irrigation Company's canal, the water being 
carried into the power-house in a forty-eight- 
inch pipe, with a drop of forty feet to the 
turbine wheels. There are three dynamcs. 
The largest has a capacity of 150-horse power. 
This develops the power for motors and in- 
candescent lights. The other dynamos are ol 
eighty and sixty-horse-power respectively, and 
are used for the arc lights. 

Under the terms of the new contract, which 
has. caused so much trouble in the City Coun- 
cil, the company agrees to light the city for 
the next ten years at $6.50 per month for each 
street light.

REDLANDS. 


Progress on the New Road ta 
Highland. 

REDLANDS, Jan. 6.—[{Regular Correspond- 
ence.] At the meeting of the City Council 
held Wednesday night, W. M. Bristol of Bast 
Highlands reported concerning the work on 
the Redlands-Highland road. At the Red- 
lands end the cash subscriptions amount to 
$114,.and the labor donated to $146. The High- 
land subscriptions amount to about $150. Mr.

WATER COMPANY CASE NEARING 
ITS END. 


Plans for na New City Hall—British 
Warships Leave for the North. 
Death of Mrs. Marie Jesus de 
Vasquez. 


SAN DIBGO, Jan. 6.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.}] The motion of plaintiff's attorney in 
the case of the San Diego Water Company 
vs. the City of San Dicgo fcr a change of 
venue was denied, Tuesday, by Super‘or 
Judges Hughes and Torrance sitting en banc, 
and yesterday the case was called for trial, 
when the attorney for the plaintiff asked that 
the trial be continued for one week, in order 
to give the plaintiff time to consider the ad- 
visability of dismissing the case. If the case 
shall be dismissed, one of the longest-drawn- 
out legal battles now pending in San Diego 
county will have been ended. 
inaugurated during the summer of 1890, and 
was brought to set aside the ordinance passed 
by the City Council fixing the water rates for 
the year ended June 30, 1891. Ths ordinance 
enabled the water company to collect $65,000. 
From this time on the suit dragged along in 
the courts until the summer of 1893, when it 
came up for trial before Judge McKinley of 
Los Angeles, who set aside the ordinance. 
The case was then appealed to the Supreme 
Court by the city of San Diego, and subs°- 
quently the decision of the lower court war 
reversed and the case ordered back for a sec- 
ond trial. In that decision three judges ruled 
that $65,000 was enough for the water com- 
pany to collect on its plant, three others de- 
clared it was not enough, and the seventh 
disagreed with both at first, but finally ruled 
with the first named. 

The ordinance in effect at the present time 
enables the water company to collect 105,000 
annually, and if the case now in court shall 
be dropped, the present ordinance in all 
probability will remain in effect.

BOARD OF SUPERVISORS DISCUSSES 
FREE ROADS. 


Settlers of the Santa Ynez Valley 
Tired 6f Paying Toll—Branch of 
Union Reform League — Jaffray 
Wins the Shooting Match. 


SANTA BARBARA, Jan. 6.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The subject of a free road across 
the mountains to the Santa Ynez Valley 
claimed the attention of the Board of Super- 
visors through the morning session yesterday. 
A large delegation of mountain residents was 
in attendance, with J. W. Taggart as legal 
representative, and speeches were made by 
Taggart, Florencio Ruiz, Dr. Fillmore Mcore 
and President McDuffie of the Board of Trade 
in favor of the petition. Attorney B. F. 
Thomas and President Eli Rundell repre- 
sented the toll-road company and petitioned 
for permission to erect another toll gate at 
the foot of the mountains on the Santa Bar- 
bara and Santa Ynez turnpike road. The 
free-road petition was rejected after much 
argument on legal grounds. Commissioners 
were appointed at the request of the toll- 


road company to appraise the value of the } 


turnpike, with the idea of its purchase by 
the county, which is favored by the settlers, 
providing the cost would not exceed that of a 


new road. John M. Hunter of El Montecito, 
Dr. E. Cunnane of Santa Ynez, and 
George J. Trott of Santa Maria were ap- 


inted by the Supervisors as commissioners 
or this purpose. Superior Judge Day named 
James L. Barker of this city, as fourth com- 
missioner, Three others will be chosen by the 
road company.

STATE SCEOOL FUND. 


Nearly a Quarter of a Millian for 
Los Angeles County. 


The annual apportionment of the 
State school fund, amounting this year 
to $2,.036.919.25, has been made. The 
fund is distributed among the counties 
of the State in proportion to the num- 
ber of schocl children in each, as 
shown by the school census. The total 
number of school children in the State 
is 340,952, and the fund is distributed 
in the ratio of $5.97 to each child. 

San Francisco, of course, heads the 
list with 74,840 school children, receiv- 
ing an apportionment of $446,794.80. 
Los Angeles ccunty is second, with 40,+- 
9°54 children, and an apportionment of 
$240,316,38.
